1663 yerend Mr. John Norton, one of the Miniſters of | 
Wy Bifton, and one of the moſt learned Men of the 
Country. He was born at Sterford in Hartford- 
ſhire, May 6, 1606, and educated at Peter- Houſe; 
dut his Father falling to Decay before he had fi- 


niſhed his Studies, he was obliged to leave 
the Univerſity after he had taken his firſt Pe- 
gree, and become Uſher of the School, and Cu- 
rate ot the Church of Sterford; he was an ad- 
mired Preacher, but being à Puritan, no Prefer- 
ment in the Church could be obtained for him, 
whereupon he reſolved to remove to New-En- 
gland; he came over in the Year 1634, and ſet- 
tled at Jpſwich, but upon the Death of Mr. Cop- 
ton in the Year 1652, he was called to Boſton, 
and there ſpent the Remainder of his Life : He 
was undoubtedly a very good Scholar, as well as 
a great Divine, as appears by the Works he has 


ym! both in Latin and Exgliſb. The Magi- 


ates of Boſton had ſuch an Opinion of his A- 
bilities, that they join d him in Commiſſion with

Brazil: Under this Pretenge they built the, City 
of; New, Amſterdam, in an Iſland called Mahana-- 
tees at the Mouth of Hudſon's River, and a Fort, 
about 80 Miles up the River, Which they cilled 
Qrange-Fore from whence they cradgd with the 
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this Part of the Country is of no great Impor- 
tance now, ſince it was taken from them in 
Time of War, and yielded up by the Peace. 
Tis plain however, that King Charles the Second 
looked upon them as Intruders, becauſe on the 
12th of March this Year, he made a Grant of 
the whole Country called Nova Belgia to his 
Brother the Duke of York, who gave it the Name 
of New-York, and ſent a Squadron of Men of 
War, with ſome Land-Forces under the Com- 
mand of Sir Robert Carr to reduce it.

of Reverend old Mr. John Wilſon, M. A. Fellow 1667 
of King's College, Cambridge, and firſt Paſtor ; of 
the Church of Boſtoz. He was born at Vin ory 
in the' Year 1588, and was third Son of Dr. 
William Wilſon; Prebendary of St. Paul's, of Ro- 
cheſter, and of Windſor, and Rector of Cliff; ha- 
ving finiſhed his Grammar-Learving at Eaton- 
School, he was admitted into King's College in 
Cambridge in the Year 1602, and after ſome 
Years was choſen Fellow ; but by reading the 
Books of the moſt celebrated Puritans of thoſe 
Times, he became a Vonconformiſt, and refuſed 
to comply with ſome of the Ceremonies; for 
which the Biſhop of Lincoln at the next Viſita- 
tion pronounced the Sentence of Quindenum up- 
on him, whereby he was forced to reſign his 
Fellowſhip, and leave the College. After this 
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4 he came to London, and ſtudied the Law at 


2 one of the Inas of Court for three Years; but 
ming a ſtrong Propenſity to the Miniitry, he 
returned to Cambridge, and by the Favour of the 
Er of NUrthampton. got Admiſſion into Ema- 
mel - Qllege without Subſcription, and proceeded 
Maſter of Arts: When he left the Univerſicy, 
- he lived firſt as a Chaplain in ſeveral honour- 
able Families, but was afcerwards choſen Mini- 
fer of S4abzry in the County of Suffolk, where 
he preached the Goſpel with univerſal Accep- 
tance and Apptaufe for ſeveral Years, till at laſt 
by the Information of one Bird, Dr. Harjnet. 
B:ſhop of Nurwich, firſt ſuſpended, and then {i= 
feac'd him: The Erl of Warwick interceded 
for him to the Biſhop, and wich grea: Difficulty. 
obtained the Liberty of his Miniſtry again; but 
being in continual Danger, he relelved to get 
cut of the Way, and therefore embarked wich 
ſome of his Neiglibours, in the Fieet that came 
to New-England in the Year 1630. He ſettled 
firſt at Charles-Town, but ſoon after removed to 
Non, where he ſpent the reſt of his Life. He 
was an exact Preacher in his younger Days, 
and admired by Dr. Goodwin, Mr. Burroughs, _ 
and Mr. Bridge; but as he grew into Years, he, 
took a greater Liberty; his Sermons being made 
88 of Exhortations, Admonitions, and 
nſels to the People, without much Order or 
Method, but delivered with a great deal of af- 
fecking Warmth and Fervency. He was a very 
charitable Man, employing all his Eſtate for the 
Service of the poor, and being of a ſweet natu- 
ral Diſpoſition he was nahe beloved, and 
looked upon as the Father of the Plantation. 
Once when the whole Town was gathered to- 
er to a general Muſter, a Gentleman that 
by ſaid to Mr. Wilſon, Sir, here is a mighty.

Ch. viii 
b A LITTLE before the erecting of this new 
1669 Church at Boſton died the Reverend Mr. Ri- 
WW chard Mather, Paſtor of the Church at Dorcheſter : 
He was born at Louton in Lancaſhire in the Year 
1596, and educated at Brazen Noſe College in 
Oxfurd ; afterwards. he became Miniſter and 
'Schoolmaſter at Toxteth-Park in, Lancaſhire ; but 
in the Year 1634, he was ſuſpended and ſilen- 
xed for Nonconformity, after he had been a 

Preacher there for fifteen Years, in all which 
time he never wore a Surplice. Upon this, he 
reſolved to remove with his Family to Neu- 
England, and arrived there Auguſt 17, 1635. 
The next Lear he ſettled at Dorcheſter, and 
continued there till he died. He was a Man 
of an exemplary Lite and Converſation, a good 
Scholar, and a plain, ſolid, practical Preacher: 
He writ ſeveral Treatiſes which were well ac- 
cepted in thoſe Times, and was generally con- 
ſulted in all Difficulties relating to Church 
Government; but at laſt as he was attending 
the Synod at Boſton, of which he was choſen 
Moderator, he was taken with a Fit of the 
Stone, which cauſed a total Suppreſſion of U- 
rine, and in four or five Days put an End to 
his Life, on the 22d of April 1669. He jeft 
behind him four Sons all educated for the Mi- 
niſtry, Mr. Samuel Mather, firſt Fellow of Har- 
vard College in New-England, and the firſt Preach-

Tow ARD the latter End of this Lear died 
Mr. Richard Bellingham, Governor of the Maſſa- 
chuſet Colony: He was bred a Lawyer, and was 
a Gentleman of ſevere __ againlt the 


Anabaptiſts and Quakers, but of uncorruped In- 


tegrity, being noted for his perpetual Hatred of 


a Bribe. He lived 'till he was above Eighty 
Tears of Age; and was ſucceeded in his Go- 
vernment by Mr. John Leverett. 

Up od the Death of Mr. Chauncey the Curators 
choſe Dr. Leonard Mar Preſident. This Gentle- 
man after his Education in Harvard-College tra- 
velled into England, and commenced Doctor of 
Phyſick in the Univerſity of Cambridge; but be- 
ing invited to be Paſtor of the South Church in 
Boſton, lie returned to Neu- England with a De- 
ſign to ſettle with them; but Vir. Channcey dying 


juſt after his Arrival, Dr. Hoar was thought the 
fitteſt Perſon to ſucceed him in the College, which 


he accordingly did, and gave up his Pretenſions 
to the Church at Boftiz But tho the Doctor 
was an excellent Scholar, and a good Chriſtian, 


he wanted the Art of Government, which made 
the Students ſo uneaſy under him, as at laſt to 
deſert the College in a Body. Their Complaints

The Pequots Fel declared 
War with the Narrhaganſets; theſe to be re- 
2 go ot their Enemies, made an Alliance with 
uglijh to deſtroy their own Countrymenz 

Al bn both were {wallowed up by . Con- 
queror: The Narrhagunſets preſerved themſelves 
the longeſt, by their: Adherence! to the Engliſh, 
who: frequently aſſiſted them againſt their Ene- 

mies; but at ce lame Time kept them ſo much 

in Ave, as to them, upon any Cauſe of 

Complaint againſt the Engliſb, to repair to the 

Governour, and endeavour to compoſe Matters 

in an amicable Way, beſore they pretended to 

do themſelves: Juſtice by any open Acts ot Ho- 

ſtility. I he Indians began to fee their Error when 

it v as too late, for no ſingle Nation of them was 
now a Match for the Eugliſb, nor could they 

make Alliances with one another en — 

diſcovered by the Miſſionaries. 

Bu r notwithſtanding all — Philip King of 
the! H'ompanoags, a Nation bordering on the 
County of Plimonth; a bold and daring Prince, 
having a mortal Hatred to the Englifh, and fear- 
ing to be brought under their Yoke, reſolved to 
oppoſe” their growing" Power; for this End, he 
invited as mary — the Subjects of other Indian 
Princes as were willing to come to him, and 
gave them Arms. He ſent a ſeeret Embaſſy to 
the Nurrhagan ſeti, to offer them an Otienſive and 
Defenſive Alliance; but they as well as the other 
Indian Nations ere aftaid to declare openly for 
him, till they ſaw the Succeſs of his Arms. 
I the mean Time Philip's Preparations were 
diſcovered: to the Eng liſ by John Smſtimam; tho 
Son of an Indian Convert, ho had been edu- 
7 in the nne but when he came 

ro 
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dev to judge for himſelf, returned to the Religion 
164 of his Anceſtors, and became Secretary to Phi- 
w lip, After ſome Time he deſerted his Maſter, 

and returning to the Enxgliſb he changed his Re- 
ligion again, and gave ſuch Signs of Sincerity, 
that he was admitted to the Communion in one 
of the Indian Churches, and commiſſioned to be 
a Preacher and Miſſionary, for the Converſion 
of his to Chriſtianity : As this 
Sauſaman was travelling up and down the Coun- 
try upon his Miffionary Work, he got Informa- 
tion of Philips Deſigns, and went immediately 
to the Governor of Plimouth, and made a full 
Diſcovery of them. Philip was quickly informed 
both of the Treaſon and Traytor, and took ſuch 
Meaſures upon it as quickly coſt the poor Man 
his Life; for, as he was travelling the Coun- 
try alone, in the Winter- time, two or three of 
Philips Men lay in Ambuſh for him, and mur- 
der'd him, as he was going over a Pond, and 
3 the Fact, cut a Hole in the Ice, and 
ruſt his Body into it, leaving his Hat and Gun 
on the Out- ſide, that the World might think 
he had ſlip'd in and drowned himſelt. When 
it Was rumoured abroad that Saſaman Was 
miſſing, ſome of his Neighbours went out in 
Search of him, and finding his Hat and Gun 
by the Pond, they drew out his Body, and bu- 
ried it; but the Government of Plimouth ſuſ- 
pecting that he was murdered, order d his Body 
to be Gug UP, and impannel'd a Jury to fit up- 
on it, who, upon examining the Body, found 
the Neck broke, the Head very much ſwelled, 
and Bruizes in ſeveral other Parts, whereupon. 
they gave it as their Opinion, that he was 
murder d. Dr. Mather ſays, that when Tobias, 
one of King Philip's Counſellors, who was ſuſ- 
Ged of the Murder, approached. the Body it 
@ bleeding, and that upon repeating the Ex-

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riment ſeveral Times, it always bled afreſh; 4%. 
bur the Juſtice ot Peace did not think fit to 197 


commit him upon this Exidence, till one Pa- 
tuchſen an Indiun came in and ſwore, that he 
ſaw him with his Son, and another Iadian cal 
led Mattaſbiunamy kill Sau ſaman; upon this they 
were all three apprehended; and after a fair 
Trial for their Lives by a Jury, conſiſting half 
of . Engliſh, and half of Iadiam, were found 
guilty ; and tho they denied:the Fact upon the 
Ladder, yet the laſt of them happening to break 
or ip the Rope, conſeſſed before he was turned 
oft the ſecond Time, that the other two [ndians 
who had ſuffered, did really murder Sauſaman, 
but himſelf was only a Spectator of it.. 
Philips Reſentments boiled in his Breaſt at 
theſe Proceedings of the Exgliſb, for tho' he did 
not immedaately. break with them, yet he allow- 
ed his People to gather together in a tumul- 
tuous Marner, and inſult them as they 
were at Work in the Field, and when Complaint 
was made of tlie Diſorders of his People, and 
Meſſengers ſent to deſire: him to prevent the 
like for the future; he received them with Diſ- 
dain, and ſent them home with a ſurly Anſwer. 
Things continued in this uncertain Poſture till 
the Month of June, when ſome of Philips Men 
rifled ſeveral Houſes in the Plantation near 
Mount Hope, the Place of Philip's chief Reſi- 
dence ; upon which one, of the Exgliſßʒ fired his 
Gun, and wounded an Indian. The Governour 
of Plimouth bearing of theſe Diſorders, ſent out 
a Party of Men for the Defence of thoſe Parts, 
and proclaimed a Faſt to be obſerved through- 
out the whole Colony on the 24th of June; but

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Am as the Inhabitants of Swanzy were going home 
$2 iron their Prayers, a Party of Iudians that lay 
iin Ambuſcade, fired upon them out of the 
Woods, killed one of their Company, and 
Wounded another; the frighted People imme- 
diately diſpatched two Men for a Surgeon, but 
as they were haſtning to the Town the Meflen- 
gers were intercepted by another Party of Jadi- 
ans, and killed; the fame Night the Indian: 
entred the T'own of Swanzy, - killed ſix Men, 
and then retired into the Wo. 
Tun War being thus begun, the Governour 
of Plimouth ſent Advice of it to the Muaſſachu- 
ſets, and the other United Colonies, 133 
their Aſſiſtance, according to the Articles 
Union between them: The Mafſachuſet-Colon 
diſpatched away * Capt. Thomas Prentice wi 
a Troop of Horſe, and Capt. Daniel Henchman 
with a Company of Foot who were followed by 
a Company of Volunteers under the Command 
of Capt. SanuelMofely. They joyned the Plimouth 
Forces under Capt-Ciudworth at Suanxy, on the 
28th of June; and that very Evening a Party 
of twelve Men were ſent toward Mount Hope to 
look out the Enemy, who after they have made 
one Diſcharge at them from behind the Buſhes, 
whereby they killed one of the Engliſh, and 
' wounded another, took to their Heels, and fied 
out of Sight. Next Morning the whole Army 
marched towards the —— of the 
Enemy, and offered them Battie, but as ſoon 
as they had received one of our Fires, they a- 
bandoned their Whole Territory to our juſt Re- 
venge. The Army immediately took Poſſeſſion 
olf Mount Hope, and ravaged the adjacent Coun- 
try; in their March they found the mangled 
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Carcaſſes of ſome of their Countrymen, whoſe 4 
Heads were ſtuck upon Poles, Bibles torn in 1% 
Pieces, empty Higwams, or Cottages, and in a 
Word, all the Marks of a haſty Retreat; they 
purſued the 1 ſeveral Days together, and 
Skirmiſhed with chem in the Woods till they

WI have already obſerved, that, Philip had 
been tampering with the Narrhaganſets, and che 
Engliſh were Ws, jealous of them, for tho” they 
had not appeared openly in Arms; yet they had 
ſecretly encouraged Philip in his Deſigns, and 
by their unuſual Carriage towards the Eugliſo 
at this Time gave Ground to believe, that they 
waited but a, convenient Opportunity to de- 
clare themſelves: All the Maſſac huſet- Forces 
thereſore were ordered to march over into their 
Country, not to commit any Acts of Hoſtility, 
but to demand peremptorily their renouncing 
all Alliances with Philip, and theit entring into 
an offenſive and defenſive Alliance with the 
Engliſh ; this wiſe Piece of Conduct frightned 
the Sachems of the Narrhaganſets into a thorough | 
Submiſſion . for the preſent, inſomuch that on 
the 15th of July they ſigned and ſealed Articles 
ot Peace, herein they promiſed, not only to 
forbeat all Acts of Hoſtiliry againſt the Engliſh, 
but to aſſiſt them to their uttermolt in deſtroy-- 
ing Philip and his Adherents, to ſeize and deli- 
ver up all the Subjects of Philip that ſhiould 
come into their Territories, and to reſtore all 
ſtallen Goods; for the Performance of which 
they delivered up ſome of the 'Sachem's near

The Soldiers 
bravely entred the Thicket, but the Enemy was 
prepar d to receive them, for no ſooner were they 
entred a few Paces but the Tudians fir d upon 
them from behind the Buſhes, and at one Diſ- 
charge kill'd five of the Ea and mortally 
wounded ſix or ſeven more. They then deſerted 
their Wigwams and retired deeper into the 
Swamp, the Enugliß likewiſe retreated out of 
er, finding it impoſſible to attack them in 
the Swamp without hazarding the Loſs of the. 
whole Army; it was reſolved therefore to re- 
duce them by a Blockade, and accordingly two 
hundred Men were poſted at the ſeveral Ave- 
nues of the Thicket, and the reſt of the Forces 
ſent away to the Relief of Mendham, where the 
Nipmuck-Indian# were making terrible Spoil and 
Havock ; Philip himſelf was in the Thicket, 
and muſt have ſurrendered if the Engliſ durſt 
have ventured in to attack him, but they were 
willing to ſpare the Lives of their Men, not 
doubting but they ſhould have him when his 
Proviſions were ſpent. Philip indeed was it. 
great Perplexity, but being made deſperate, he 
tormed a Stratagem, whereby he and ſome of 
his beſt fighting Men gave his Enemies the 
Slip ; there was a large Riyer Which ran by 
the Side of the Thicket, Which a Party of 
Engliſh poſted on rhe other Side were to ob- 
ſerve, but Philißp and his Men having cut down 
ſome Rafts of Timber out of the Woods, took 
the Advantage of 4 low Tide, and in the dead 
of the Night ſwam croſs the River upon them 
without being ſeryed, and eſcaped into the 
Nipmuck Country: About one hundred poor 
Wretches that were left behind came our the 
next Day, and ſurrendred at Difcretion.

*Y” being now in Arms; September the firſt they laid 
all the Houſes ofDeerfie/d-Plantation in Aſhes, and 
forced.the Inhabitants to ſhut themſelves up 
within the Fortification of a poor Work which 
they had raiſed for their Defence: Two or three 
Days after they flew eight Men in the Woods 
at Squakheag, without attempting the Town ; 
upon Which Capt. Beers with 36 Men was ſent 
to fetch off that, and ſome other Frontier Gar- 
riſons, but he was intercepted by a large Troop 
of Savages, and himſelf with 20 of his Men 
cut in Pieces after they had fought to the laſt, 
with the utmoſt Reſolution and Bravery ; the 
reſt eſcaped to Hadly, the barbarous Savages 
having cut off the Heads of the lain, ſtuck ſome 
ot them on Poles by the High-way, and hung 
up others by the Jaws on Boughs of Trees. 
Major Treat with a larger my of Men being 
ſent a few Days after to perform what Capt. 
Beers had undertaken was entertained with this 
melancholy Sight in his March. 5 
Bur tho the Inhabitants of theſe Plantati- 
ons were brought off, their Retreat was ſo ſud- 
den that they could not carry their Harveſt along 
with them, Capt. Lathrop therefore with about 
80 Men went' with Carts to fetch off the Corn 
that lay threſhed in Deerfield; but on September 
the 18th they were ſurrounded by a Body of 
800. [ndiaus ; the Captain thinking he ſhould” 
ſucceed: beſt by fighting after the Manner of the 
Savages, ſheltring his Men behind Trees, ex- 
ed them to inevitable Ruin, for the Indians 
being good Marls-men ſhot them down one af- 
ter another; whereas if he had kept his Men 
together in a Body they might have broke thro” 
to ſome of the nelghpouring Garriſons; but this 
fatal Miſtake of the Captain's coft him not only

led above 100 of them, loling no more than 
two of his own; and kept the Field till he had 
buried the lain. 

Tut frdians choolrbpdl with this' Succeſs 
fell upon Springfield (che Hoſtages which they 
had given for their preſerving the Peace, having 
firſt made their Eſcape) and burned 32 Houſes, 
amongſt which was Mr? Glover the Miniſter's 
with his wel-furniftd Library; they had infal- 
libly maſſacred all the Iuhabitants if an honeſt 
Indian called Toro had not diſeover'd their De- 
ſign jul ſt Time enough for them to retire into 
rhe ified” Parts 55 the Town, where they 
made a- ſhitt to defend chemſelves till Major 

Treat, Major Pinchon, and Capt. Appleby came 
in with their Forces, and put a Trop ro the 
Fury of the inſulting Enemy. 

Ir wzs how” Time for the Council of Nike 
England to conſider of the State of the War, 
and enter upon ſuch Meafures, as by the Bleſ- 
ſing of God might put a ſpeedy End to it; 
they appointed therefore a Committee of Mini- 
ſters and Gentlemen to enquire into the cry- 
ing Sins of the Land, and draw up a Scheme 
for the Reformation of Manners; the Magi- 
ſtrates in the mean Time ordered all their 
Forces in the Connecticut Colony to rendezvous 
about Hadi, Northampton and Hatfield, for the 
Security of thoſe Places; of which the [zdians 
having. no Notice, 8009 of them breaking in 
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4 upon Hatfield, Oftber the 19th, met with ſuch 
oy a warm Reception, that they were net only 
beat out of the Town, but puſhed into the Ri- 

ver, here a great many of them loſt their 
Lives. This reſolute Repulſe gave ſuch a 
Check to the Enemies Courage, that they ap- 
peared no more in a Body in the Weſtern Plan- 
tations for a conſiderable I ime, but as the Win- 
ter came on they took Shelter among the Nar- 
haganſets, who were ſo far from delivering them 
up to the Exglib, as they were bound to do by 
"their late Treaty, that they received them with 
open Arms, and gave them the beſt Entertain- 
ment they were capable of. _ 2 
Tuis Conduct of the Narrhaganſet-Indians 
was voted by the Commiſſioners of the United 
Colonies at Boſton a Breach of the Peace; and 
certain Information being given, that they in- 

- _ tended to begin a War in the Spring, the Com- 
miſſioners reſolved to be beforehand with them, 
and accordingly. ordered Fifiah Yinflow Gover- 
nour of Phmouth-Colony; wich a thouſand Men, 
527 of which were the Mu/achuſet-Forces, the 

_ reſt Pli mouth and Connecticut, to march immedi- 
ately into their Country, and deſtroy it with

December the 12th. the General ,paſs'd over 
Patuxet-River with the Plimcuth and Maſſachuſct- 
Forces, and took 36 Priſoners, . among whom 
was one Peter, who having received. fome Diſ- 
guſt from his Countrymen liſted himſelf among 
the Engliſh, and undertook to be their Guide: 
December the 14th they burnt 150 Wigwams, 
killed ſeven of the Enemy, and took eight Pri- 
ſoners: On the 16th Capt. Prentice with his 
Troop being ſent to Petequamſot, brought back 
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News, that the Enemy had burnt Jerry Bulls Anno 
Garriſon-Houſe, killed ten Men, and five Wo- — 


men and Children; the ſame Day the Connefti- 
_cut-Forces joyn'd the Army to the Number of 
300 Engliſh, and 150 Mobegin-Tndians :  Decem- 
ber the 18th they marched 16 Mues up into the 
Country to a Fort which the IJadians had raiſed 


upon an Iſland. of about five or fix Acres in 


the midſt of an horrid, Swamp, and fortity'd 
with Pali{adoes, and a Wall of about a Rod 
thick; * the Entrance into the Fort Was over a 
long Tree laid a-croſs the Water, over which 
but one Man could paſs at a Time: It Was 
thought impracticable to attack the Fort at 
this narrow Paſſage, but they could find no 
other, till Peter who was acquainted with all 
the Avenues 3 them a large Breach, 
which was only filled up with long Trees to 
the Height 05 four or five Foot from the 
Ground, and here the Enemy had built a Bh 
_ Houſe ., which, commanded the Breach, from 
-whence. they could pour in Vollies cf Shot upon 
ſuch as ſhould venture to mount it: However 


dne Eugliſßß found they muſt ſtorm the Fort in 


this Place, or not at all, and having agreed 
upon it in a Council ot War, the Army. was 
marſhall d in tae following Order; Capt. Meſely 
and Capt. Davenport led up the Van of the 
 Maſſachuſet-Forces, Capt. Gardner and Capt. 
Jieahnſon were in the Centre, Major Appleron and 
Capt. Oliver brought up the Rear. General 
Wrinſlew with the Plimough- Foxces marched in 
the Centre, and 7 5 Treat, the Captains Si- 
el, Gallop, Maſcn, Watts, and Marſhall with the 
ConzeZicut:Forces brought up the Rear of the 
Yue Body. T 1 entred the Wann or 
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Thicket about one a- Clock, and preſſed for- 
ward to the Breach which they mounted with 
great Bravery and Reſfotuticn, receiving the Fire 
of the Enemy from the Block-Houte all the 
while; ſix valjant Captains dyed in the ——_ 
namely, Davenport, Gardner, Fohnſon, Gallop, Si- 
elly and Marſhal; but the Fall of theſe Men 


ſerved only to enrage the Soldiers, who leap'd 


boldly over the Trees into that Spot of Ground 
where Death with'all its Terrors was to be 
faced ; they beat the Enemy from one cover'd 
Way to another till they had driven them out 
of all their Fences, and made them fly into a 
vaſt Cedar Swamp at ſome Diſtance off; after 
which they ſet: Fire to the Fort, and levell'd 
the Fortifications ; 700 fighting [zdians periſhed 
in this Action, among whom was above twenty 


of their chiet Captains, beſides 300 which dyed 


of their Wounds, and a vaſt Number of old 


Men, Women ard Children, who had crouded 


into the Fort, as thinking it impregnable; and 


it muſt be allowed to have been the beſt For- 


 tification the Indians were ever Maſters of, and 
the Lofs of it gave them fach a terrible Blow, 


ps hey were never able to recover; the Eng-

and. 85 Soldiers, betides 150 wounded : As 
ſoon as the Action was over, which was a little 


betore Night, the General rallied all his Forces 


together v ithout Loſs of Time, and having 
taken Care of his wounded Men, he marched 
back his hole Army in a froſty Night 16 
Miles to their Head-Quarters; where they re-

Tur Winter was ſpent in fruitleſs Freaties 
*about a Peace which came to nothing; the Eng-

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in this Gallant Action ſix Captains, 
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{wife of Foot, and capable of enduring the Ame 
3 of a Winter-Campaign, did a great 17s 


deal of Miſchief * to the Frontter-Towns, in 
m the froſty Weather ; eſpecially after they had 
received Recruits from the French at Canada; 
for 'tho* the two Kings of England and Haure 
Were at Peace, yet the Governour of Canada 
thought it for his Maſter's Intereſt to ſupport the 
Indians againſt the Engliſh, in Order to prevent 
their growing too powerful, even with the 
Breach of the publick Faith. With thefe Re- 
cruits they burnt the Town of Mendham, and 
laid it in Aſhes after rhe Inhabitants had de- 
ſerted it. January the 27th they carried off 200 


Sheep, 30 Head of Neat Cattle, and 15 Horſes 


from Mr. Carpenter s Farm. On February the 
roth they plunder d the Town of Lancuſter, 
burned ſeveral Houſes, killed and carried into 
Captivity 42 Perſons, among whom was the 
Miniſter Mr. Ro/andſon's Wife and Children, 


who was then at Boſton ſoliciting Succours; but 


upon his Return found his Houſe and Library 
in Aſhes, and which was worſe, all his Family 
carried into Slavery by the Barbarians, Who had 
been compelled to quit the Place ſome Days 
before by Capt. Wadſworth: From hence _ 
went to Marlborough, Sudbury and Chelmsford, 
and did all the Miſchief that their haſty March 
would allow. February the 21ſt, 2 or 300 of 
them ſurprized Me4field, about 20 Miles from 
Boſton, burnt half the Town, and killed 20 of 
the Inhabitants; the like Damage they did to 
Weymonth In the Beginning of March oy 
burnt the whole Town of Groton to the Ground, 
and called out inſolently to the Eugliſß in the 
Garriſon, Nhat will von de for an + Houſe to 
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lese Pray. in, now we have burnt your Meeting: Houle ? 

. 875 March the 14th they broke througa tne Palli- 
ſadoes which were made for the Defence of 
Nirthamgt u, burn'd tive Houles, and killed five 
Perſons, but were prevented from doing further 
Miſchief by the ſeaſonable Arrival ot Major 
Tomas Savage, with a ſtrong Party of Engliſh 
under his Command. Upon tiis the Enemy 
left this Part of the Country for the prelent, 
and croſs d over into the Colony of Plimouth, 
here the Seat of the War was at firſt: Here 
they ſurprized Part of the Town of Plimcuth it- 
ſelt, and murdered tuo Families in the Night: 
On the ich of March they laid the whole 
Town of Warwick in Aſhes, except cne Houle, 

and then retired into tae Mods. 

_ Tazssz, Excurſions, of the Enemy alan 
the whole Colony, ſo that they ordered out Capt. 
Pierce immediately) with. 50 Englih. and 20 
Chriſtian Jaarazs to purſue the Incendiaries/; 
but on the 26th,.of March he fell into an Am- 
buſcade, at which the IJadians are very dex- 
trous aud after a bloody Fight wherein he 
killed 140 of the Enemy, being overpowered 
wich Numbers, himſelt and his whole Army 
Vere Gat off, except o Eaglibman and twelve 
Tadians. I be ſame Day anotuer Party of Sap 
vages laig the Town. of Mnrib:rovgh in Aſhes ; on 
the 28th they burt 40 Houſes at Rebbuth, and 
the next Day about 30 more at Providence, for 
the Innabitants of theſe Towns not being ſtrong 
encugh to reſiit the Fury ot the Enemy, retired 
into tueir Gatriſons, and ſo leſt their Houſes 
open to their Inſults, In the Beginning of A 
tril they committed terribie Crueſties at Cel us 
75 ee, andi tho 140 of the Lonabi-) 
tancs of Sadb ry fallied out upon them, and kil- 
led 2d but of-300-imoc Night, yet upon the 
18th ot this Month tney renewed thęir Attack 
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upon the Place, burnt ſeveral Houſes, and cut 4 
on 12 Men who were coming from Concord to 157% 
their Aſſiſtance: The Captains Wadſworth and 
Brattlebank hearing of theſe. Murders and De- 
vaſtations, made a long March with 70 Men 
for their Relief, but the Indians having Notice 
of it, ſurrounded them in the Woods with 500 
Men, and after an obſtinate Fight wherein they 
leſt 120 Men, killed the Captains, and 50 of 
their Men on the Spot, ard tock five or ſix Pri- 
 {cners, whom they put to Death with moſt ex- 
quiſite Torments, making them firſt run the 
Gantler, after which they threw hot Aſhes upon 
them, and cutting out Pieces cf their Fleſh, put 
fire into their Wounds, and roaſted them alive. 
Tus the Lidians continued proſperous during 
the whele Winter, wherein the Cold was ſo ex- 
tream, that the Engliþ durſt hardly look out of 
their Quirters; many Days of Faſting. and 
Prayer were kept both in New and Old England 
by the Diſſenters for their diſtreſſed Brethren ; 
and as the Spring advanced it pleaſed Almighty 
God to give a remarkable Turn to their Affairs. 
The firſt Blow that was given them was by 
Capt. Denni ſon, who at the Head of 66 Engliſh, 
and about 100 Confederate-· Indians took and 
ſlew: 76 of the Enemy in the Month of April, 
amerg whom was fore of their chief Princes; 
and about the fame Time a Party of Connecticut 
Soldiers tock and flew 44 of the Enemy withour 
any Loſs: Among tle Priſoners was Canonchet 
Son of Miantonimo ſirſt Sachem of the Narrha- 
gauſers, and Heir of all his Father's Pride; he 
came to B. ſton in Offtber laſt, under Pretence of 
coneluding a Peace with the Exgliſb, but as ſoon 
as lie got home ſpread the Flames of War all 
over his Country; the Engliſh therefore wiſely 
deliver'd him up to their Iadian Auxiliaries the 
Mohawks to cut oft his Head, that fo the En-

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Bur that which effectually deſtroyed the 
Force of the Indian Arms, and broke all their 
Meaſures, was a Difference that happened 
among themſelves which broke out about this 
Time into an open War. Philip had retired laſt 
Winter into the Territories of Mzquas, a potent 
Indian Nation in the Welt, and had been ci- 
villy received and entertained by them, but 
could not by any Arguments or Perſwaſions draw 
them into the War againſt. the Eugliſß . At laſt 
he reſolved to try the following Stratagem; he 
walk d out into the Hoods alone, and meeting 
with ſome of the Maquas at a Diſtance from 
one another, he murdered them with his own 
Hands, and as ſoon as he had done, ran in great 
"Haſte to the Prince of the Maquas, and told 
him, that a Party of Plimauth-Soldiers had in- 
vaded his Country, and killed ſeveral of his 
Subjects in the ode. This raiſed a mighty 
Ferment among the People, and would effectuab- 
ly: have anſwered: Philip's End, if it had not 
happened unluckily for him, that one of the Men 
whom he thought he had killed, recover'd ſo far 
of his Wounds,” as to crawl home to his Friends, 
and inform them of the Truth of the Matter 
before he dyed: Upon this the Nation con- 
ceived ſuch an implacable Hatred againſt Philip, 
that they reſolved not only to continue their 
Alliance with the Exgliſb, but to act ſeparately 
againſt him and his Confederates, and drive 
them out of the Country with Fire and Sword. 
Accordingly in the Spring they broke in upon 
thoſe Nations that were in Confederacy with 
Philip, and gave them ſuch a powerful Diver- 
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ſion, that they were not able any longer to make 
Head againſt the Engliſb. They purſued them 
thro* the Hoods, beat up their Quarters continu- 
ally, and carried away their Wives and' Children 
imoCaptivity which broke their Courage, and made 
many of Philips own Men reproach his Con- 
duct, and deſert him. There were ſome ſmall 
Parties of Indians after this that frighten'd the 
Inhabitants of Plimouth, Taunton, Chelmsford, 
Conc:rd, Haverfield, Bradford, and Miburn, by 
their Excurſions, but did them no great Da- 
mage; they attempted to fire the Town of 
Bridgwater, but the Inhabitants ſall) ing out 
upon them, and a great Shower of Rain falling 
at the ſame Time ſaved that Place. | 

Tur Engliſh on the other Hand killed ſeve- 
ral of the Indians near Medfield and Plimouth, 
and having Notice by two Boys who had made 
their Eſcape from them, that a Body of the 
Enemy were ſecurely clanning together near the. 
Upper Full of Connefticut-River, Capt. Turner with 
180 Men haſtned thither, killed 100 of them 
upon the Spot, and pufhed as many more into 


the River, but the Captain paid dear for this 


Victory afterwards, for in his Retreat he fell 
into an Ambuſcade of the Enemy, and after a 
brave Reſiſtance was himſelf killed with 38 of 


his Men. May the 3oth the Indians made an 


Aſſault upon the Town of Hatfield, but were 
repulſed with the Loſs of 25 Men. At Rebo- 
both they loſt 12 more. June the 12th 700 In- 
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dians attacked the Town of Hadley, but were 


repuls'd with conſiderable Loſs. On the other 


Hand, a Party of the Maſſachuſet-Forces took 
and killed 40 Iudians; the Connecticut- Forces in 
one March deſtroyed 100, and in another which 
they made into the Narrhaganſet- Country under 


the Command of the brave Major Totot 360 more. 
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Ir would tire the Reader's Patience ſhould I 


urs ſet down all the Excurſions ot the ſeveral ſmall 
"Y” Partics of Engliſh againſt the Enemy, with the 


Heroick Valcur_ ot ſeveral private Perſons, 
Which yet deſerve to be remembred and praiſed; 
but tis obſervable that the Engliſh Colonies did 
not unite their Forces this Summer, as they did 
laſt Winter in the Expedition againſt the Narrha- 
ganſets, becauſe the Enemy had now no Forts or 
Caltles left, but lived in tue Woods, and ranged 
up and down the Country in flying Parties, 
burning and plundering ſuch Villages as they 
could ſurpre on a ſudden, and then retiring 
into the Woods again; it was in vain to follow 
ſuch an Enemy with a numerous Army; each 
Colony therefore acted ſeparately, guarding their 
own Frontiers, and joy ning their Allies as Oc- 
cation requir.d : The Deſign of the Egli was 
to beat up the Enemies Quarters as otten as 
they could, in Order to prevent their planting. 
their Corn in the Spring, ard their fiſhing in the 
Summer, for want of which they were now, re- 


duced to very diſtreſſing Circumſtances; for the 


Famine began to rage amongſt them, inſomuch 


that ſome of them were almok ſtarved, and the 


reſt were forced to feed upon unwholſome Diet, 


which threw them into Fevers,  Fluxes, and 
other epidemical Niſte:npers ; theſe Conſidera- 


tions, togetner with a Proclamation from the 
Maff *huſet-Gover nent, that ſuch Indians as 


ſho d ſubmit. themſelves to the Exgliß within 


14 Diys might hope for Mercy, induced, 200 of 
the Enemy to come to P/jmouth, and lay down 1 
their Arms; being abſolutcly reduced to this 
Ditemma, either of periſhing by Famine, or 
thtow ing themſelves upon the Mercy of the 
Engliſh ; the Government accepted of their Sub- 
' miſſion, ard pardoned them all but three, who

Soon after this 200 of the Enemy with

Poſture of Defence. July the 22d, the Maſſa- 
chuſet-Forces returned home, having taken and 
killed about 150 {tragling Indians with the Loſs 
of but one ot their own Number; for Philip 
and his Followers being now diſtreſſed on every 
Side left the Maſſachuſet- Juriſdiction, and re- 


turned to their old Quarters about Mount Hope.

27th, Jehn a Segamore, or Lord of the Nipmuck- 
Tadians with 180 of his Men laid down his 
Arms, and ſubmitted to Mercy, and to ingrati- 
ate himſelf with the. Exg/iþ brought in Priſoner 
Matoonas- and his Son, who was the firſt Man 
that appeared in Arms in the Maſſachuſert-Colony 
the laſt Summer; they fpared the Son's Life, 
but ordered Segamore Fchn to ſhoot the Father 
dead, which he did. July the 3 iſt a ſmall Party 
marching out of Bridgwater fell in with a Com- 
pany of Indians with Philip at their Head: Phi- 
lip commanded his Men to fire, but their Pieces 
being wet would not go off, upon which they 
took to their Heels and ran away as faſt as they 
could; the Euglihß killed ten in the Purſuit, 
and took fifteen Prifoners with a. great deal of 
Booty. Auguſt the firſt Capt. Church with about 
thirty Engljbh and twenty Confederate-1ndians 
took twenty three of the Enemy, and the next 
Morning ſurpriſed Philip in his Head-Quarters, 
killed 130 of his Men, and took his Wife and 
Son Priſoners, himſelf hardly eſcaping. 
- Auguſt the 6th an Indian Deſerter informed

Philip waSdtrangely dejected at the Deſertion of 
his Friend, his Head was diſturbed that Nigut 
with ſrightful and terriſ) ing Dreams of his fall- 
ing into the Hands of the Euglißb, and therefore. 
early in the Morning he called his Friends to- 
gether, and was telling them the ſad Apprehen- 
ſions he had from the Villain that was gone 
from them, when Capt. Church with a ſmall Party 
of Engliſh. and Indians ſurpriſed and diſperſed 
them. Philip attempred to eſcape out of the 
Swamp, but an Engliſh Man and an Indian firing 
at him, the former's Piece being wet would not 
go off, but the latter ſhot him through the 
Heart, Auguſt the 12th, 1676: His Body was 
quartered, and ſet upon Poles, and his Head 
was. carried in Triumph to Plimouth, u here his 
Skull is preſerved as a Curioſity to be ſeen at 
this Day.

T avs dyed. Philip Grandſon-of Old Maſſa-

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like Slaves. Once when there was a very great 4 
Drought in the Coumtry, inſomuch that the I. = | 
dian Corn was parch'd up, and the Apple- Trees 
wither'd, they would not furniſh them with a 
little Powder and Shot to ſave them from pe- 
riſhning: The Indian were not inſenſible of this 
Uſage, but were affraid to do themſelves Juſtice, 
"Till they heard that all New-England was in- 
volvd in a bloody War with Philip. 
- WzTHin a Month after the breaking out of 
that War, the Indians in theſe Parts took Heart, 
and meeting with the Eugliſb, told them plainly 
they would bear their Inſults no longer. Each 
Party at firſt gave the other hard Words, from 
whence they proceeded to Scuffling and Blows. 
Several little  Skirmifhepaſt between them in a 
the firſt three or four Months of the War, wherein 5 
the Engliſþ loſt 50, and the Zrdians goof their 
People; but theſe were but the Beginnings of 
* Deſolations, for in the Spring of this 
ear the ſudiuns came down out of the Woods in 
vaſt Numbers, and broke up all the Eugliſb Plan- 
tations to the North of Vell, deſtroying all the 
Country with Fire and Sword; they burnt Cap- 
tain Beniton's Houſe to the Ground, and beſieged 
Major +Philips's, but the Major with 10 Men 
defendedꝭ his Houſe ſo bravely; that the Enemy, 
aſter 24 Hours Siege, retired with the Loſs of 
20 or 30 Men. From thence they went to Caſco, 
and murtlier d Mr. Pabel), his Wite, His Son, 
and Daughter-in-Law with” Child, and two 
Grandchildren, and carried away three more in- 
to Captivity.

In Septem- 
ber they burnt the two Cheſſies Houſes about 
Oyſter River, and kil'd two Men. October 16, 
One hundred of them aſſaulted Newechewannick, 
and kill'd two Men. Lieutenant Plaiſted hearing 
of their Danger, ſent ſeven Men from the next 
Garriſon to their Relief, who falling into an 
Ambuſcade loſt three of their Number, the reſt 
being hardly able to make good their Retreat. 
The Lieutenant marching out next Morning 
with 28 Men to fetch off the dead Bodies. was 
ſurrounded by 150 ape. qo and tho' the greateſt 
Part of his Men got off, yet -himſelt, with ſome 
of the braveſt of his Followers, loſt their Lives.

Security againſb the Incurſions of 
the Indians that the Engliſb in thoſe Parts were 
ever Mafters of. Upon the Reſtoration of King 
Charles the Second he undertook a Voyage to 
England, and obtained a Charter for the two 
Colonies of Connecticut and Newhuven, whereby 
they were inveſted with greater Privileges than 
any of their Neighbours,” The United Colonies 
for this extraord mary Piece of Service choſe him 
their Governor every” Tear after as long as he 
lived. When the Government was diſtreſſed by 
the War with - Philip, and the Affairs of the 
Country required the Advice of the moſt expe- 
rienced Counſellors, Mr. H/uthrop - travelled to 
Bofton,, to aſſiſt as a Commiſſioner of the 
General Court, where be was ſeized with a 
Fever, and died in the 22d Year of his Age.

to him; for the Governor and his Creatures were 
ſo enraged againſt him ſor it, that they attempted

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T xz Government of Sir Edmund Andros was 2 
indeed become inſupportable: He not only co- 
ied after his Maſter King James, but out- went bo 
im; for to all the Miſeries that England groan- 
ed under, this was ſuperadded in New-Engla 
The Loſs of their Freeholds.  - The Gentlemen of 
the Country made the beſt Stand for their Liber- 
ties they could, they oppoſed the arbitrary Pro- 
ceedings of the Governor by Petitions and Re- 
monſtrances, and when no Redreſs was to be 
expected at Home, they ſent over Mr. Jucreaſe 
Mather, Rector of the College, with two other 
Gentlemen to the Court of. England, with a 
Petition to the King, praying, That the Right 
they had to their Freeholds might be confirmed; and 
that no Laws might be made, or Moneys raiſed, 
without an Aſſembly. The King referred them 
to the Committee for Foreign Plantations, but 
abſolutely refuſed to conſent to the laſt Article 
of raifing Meney by an Aſſembly, nor durſt the 
Committee ſo much as propoſe it to him. 
 TxinGs Went on after this Manner till the Az» 
News of the Prince of Orange's Expedition into "599 
Englaud reached Boſton, which ſpread an univer- 
ſal Joy throughout the whele Country. The 
Governor took all imaginable Care to conceal 
the Succeſs of it from the People; he impriſcned 
the Man that brought over a Copy of the Prince's 
Declaration, and publiſhed a Proclamation re- 
quiring all Perſons to uſe their beſt Endeavours 
to hinder the Landing of any whom the Prince 
might ſend thither : But the Hearts of the Peo- 
ple were turned againſt him, his Army deſerted” 
him, and his Counſellors began to think of 
ſhifring for themſelves; Rumours, were ſfread 
about Town of an intended Maſlecre, and ſe- 
veral murthering Engires were ſaid to be in 
the Roſe Frigate, one of the King's Ships then 
in the Harbour. The People hereupon, both in

Bur at length a Letter arrived from the 


King and Queen of Exgland, bearing Date Au- 
guſt the 12th, 1689 ; wherein their Majeſties 


were pleaſed to teltity their Allowance and Ap- 
probation of their late Proceedings, and to au- 
thorize the preſent Magiſtrates to continue the 
Adminiſtration of the publick Affairs, till their 
Majeſties with the Advice of their Privy Coun- 
cil, ſhould ſettle them upon ſuch a Baſis, as 
might. ſatisfy all their Subjects in that Colony. 
Some. Time before this, Sir William Phips re- 
turned to Ne- England by Advice of ſome of 
the Lords of the Council, who thought him ca- 
pable of doing his Country Service in this Crifis 
of their Affairs, but betore he left London a Meſ- 
ſenger from King James offered him the Govern- 
ment of, Neu- England, which he generouſly re- 
fuſed, and choſe to come over without any 
Character, rather than accept of a Commmiſ/zou 
from a Prince who had ſo notoriouſly. invaded 
the Rights of his Subjects. Sir William found 
his Country in the utmoſt Conſuſion; the Go- 
vernment being in a Manner diſſolved, and the 
Indians at the ſame Time invading the Fron- 
tiers: The new Government had tried ſeveral 
Methods for renewing the Peace; they applied 
to one of the great Sachems of the Eaſt, and 
engaged him with a Sum of Money to employ 
his Intereſts to bring the Indiaus to a Treaty, 
but inſtead of being a Mediator, when he had 
got his Money he became a. Party, and. put 
himſelt at the Head of: the Enemy: Captain 
Greealeaf was ſent to treat With the [ndiazs of 
Penacool, and. to perſxade, them by all the Pro- 
miſes ot, Kindneſs, ang Civility. ro live in Peace;

the Garriſon of Quochecho, which they ſurprized 
by the Treachery of Meſandouit, a Segamore, 
, whom Major Walderen the Governour had en- 
, tertain'd that Night in his Houſe as a Friend. 
The Indians lay in Ambuſh in the neighbouring 
Woods all Night, and about break of Day, Me- 
Jandouit opening the Gates, they ruſhed in upon 
the ſecure Garriſon, killed the Major and twen- 
ty two of his Men, burn'd four or five of the 
beſt Houſes, and carried away 29 People.into 
Captivity; in their Retreat they killed Mr. 
Broughton, ' but Mr. Emmer ſon Miniſter of Ber- 
wick, by refuſing to lodge with the Major that 
Night, though very much preſs'd to it, had a 
remarkable Deliverance. | W 
As ſoon as the Government were informed of 
this Action, they ordered Captain Noyes with a 
ſtrong Party to march to Penacook, and drive the 
Tudians out of that Part of the Country ; but 
they ſaved him the Trouble, for having {lain ſe- 
veral Perſons at an Out-Farm on the Aborth-lide 
of Merimack-River, they retired into the Modi, 
and. left the open Country to his Mercy; the 
Captain cut down all their Corn, burn'd-their 
Towams, and laid their Plantation deſolate. 
Captain M incal with a ſmall Party marched 
from Piſcataqua, as far as Winnopiſſeag-Pends, 
and killed one or two of the Enemy, but four 
young Men of Saco, who were to have joyned 
him, going into the Vd, to fetch their Horſes 
fell into an Ambuſh, and were killed; as ſoon 
as they were miſſing, 24 armed Men went out 
to look after them, and had a brisk Skirmiſh 
with the Enemy in the ods, but venturing too 
far, they were ſurrounded by a vaſt Body of Hu- 
Aan, and forced to retire with the Loſs of five 
or ſix of their Company. Immediately after = 


* 
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lowed, the Loſs of the Fort and Garriſon of 4 


Pemmaquid, by the following Accident: One Mr. 4 
Sarky travelling early in the Morning, on the 
ſecond, of Auguſt trom Pemmaquid.- Furt to New- 
Harbour, happened to tall into the Hands of the 
Iadians, Who to ſave. his Lite and recover his 
Liberty, informed them, that Pemmaquid- Fort 
at that Lame had but a very ſmall Garriſon in 
it, Mr. Giles with 14 Men being gone out to 
his Farm, and ſeveral others abroad upon their 
private Occaſions; BY Indians hereupon divided 
their Forces into two Parts, one of which went 
up to the Falls, and killed Mr. Giles and his Men 
at his Farm; the other immediately inveſted che 
Fort, and from a high Rock which overlooked 
it, gauled the Beſieged ſo miſerably, as obliged 
them to ſurrender the next Morning, only upon 
Condition of Liberty; but 3 broke 
the 9 and butcher d the greateſt Part 
of the Garriſon: Capt. VMeems the Governour was 
diſabled by the blowing up of ſome Gunpowder 
by Accident in his Face; Captain Skinner and 
Captain Farubam who were abroad, attempting 
to get into the Fort from an Iſland about half a 
Mile off were both ilain, as they landed upon 
the Rocks, and Mr, Patteſball who lay with bis 

Joop in the Barbican Was taken and ſlain; theſe 
Loſſes cauſed the Inhabitants of Sheepſcoat and 
Kennebunk to abandon thoſe Places, and retire 
to Falmouth, as did ſeveral other Planters in other 
Parts of the Eaſt. B nee. 

Tus Flame of War ſpreading thus into the 
Heart of the Country, and the French engaging 
openly in it, ſince the late Revolution ; twas Lime 
for the Government. to think of raiſing all the 
Forces they could, in Order to bring it to a 
ſpeedy Iſſue; the Mafachuſet-Colony therefore 
ſent out ſeven or eight Companies under the 
Command ef Major Swayne, who were joyned

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Are by a Party of Engliſh and Indian Converts from

Plimouth Colony, under the Command of Major 
Church; but the Confuſion of the Publick Affairs, 
occaſioned by the late Change of the Govern- 
ment, not ſuffering them to march out till the 
latter End of Auguſt, they did nothing conſidera- 
ble in the Field: Beſides, their Motions were 


diſcover'd to the Enemy by ſome Indian Auxi- 


liaries, who being ſent out with Lieutenant 
Flag to get Intelligence of the Enemy, conſulted 
together in their own Language at innopiſſeag, 
and obliging the Lieutenant to return with but 
two Trdians, 19 of them ſtaid in thoſe Parts 11 


Days without an Engliſhman in their Company; 


in which Time they found out the Enemy, lay 
with them two Nights, and told them | 
thing they knew of the Numbers, Motions and 


Deſigns of the Engliſh : Upon which they retired 


into their inacceſſible Woods and Swamps, and 
appeared no more in a Body while the Army 
was in thoſe Parts; xhich was not. very long, 
for when they had garriſoned Wells, York, Berwick, 


Quechecho, and ſome other Frontier Places, they 


returned. | 


Tur Inadians however did a great deal of 


Miſchief by their flying Parties. A Body of 
them lying hid in the Woods took Notice how 


many Men belonged to Lieutenant Huckias's 


Garriſon, and ſeeing them all go out to their 


daily Work, they intercepted them in their Re- 
turn, and put 17 of them, which was all but 
one, to the Sword. They then attacked the 
Fort, in which were only two Boys and ſome 
Women and Children: The Boys defended chem- 


ſelves with great Bravery, wounding ſeveral of 
the Indians, till they found out a Way to ſet fire 
to the Fort, and even then they would not ſur- 
render but upon Condition of their Lives, which 


tho" theſe inhuman' Wretches ſolemnly promiſed, 


yet 


yet they killed three or four of the Chil- 
. dren and one of the Boys, the other having 
the good Fortune to make his Eſcape. About 
the ſame Time another Party of them aſſaulted 
Caſco, killed Captain Bracket, and had put the 
whole, Town to the Sword, if Captain Hull had 
not come in the very Nick of Time to their 
Relief; who, after a warm Engagement of ſe- 
veral Hours, wherein he loſt 10 or 12 of his 
Men, pur them to flight. 
Tu Engliſh Garriſons thinking themſelves 
ſecure from the Enemy while the Country was 
covered with Froſt and Snow, neglected their 
Guard, and allowed the Soldiers to mind their 
private Affairs; but the French and Iadians made 
their Advantage of the hard Weather, and in 
the Beginning of February made a Deſcent from 
Canada upon a Dutch Town called Schenectada in 
the Province of Neu- Dort, killed 60 of the In- 
habitants, and carried away 30 into Captivity. 


On the-18th of March they made another De- 


ſcent upon Salmon Falls under the Command of 
Monſieur Arte! a Frenchman, and one Hoophned 
a Leader of the Hurons - They burnt the greateſt 
Part of the Town, killed 30 Perſons, and took 
50 Priſoners. The neighbouring Garriſons be- 
ing alarmed with this, rallied their Forces, and 
. purſued the Enemy with 140 Men; but after 
{ome ſmall Skirmiſhes, wherein the Loſs was 
pretty equal on both Sides, they were forced to 
return. £ 
HarD was the Fate of thoſe poor Wretches 
that fell into the Hands of theſe barbarous Sa- 
vages; as the Reader will ſee by the following 
Relations taken from the Mouths of ſome * who 
were afterwards redeemed out of Captivity. 
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4 Among the Priſoners taken at Salmon Falls was

their Priſoners, allowing them neither Stock- 


one Robert Rogers, a corpulent Man, who being 
tired with travelling under an inſupportable Bur- 
then which the Iadiant laid upon his Back, 
watched his Opportunity, and run away: As 
ſoon as he Was miſſing uis Maſters went in pur- 
ſuit of him, and tracking him by the Snow found 


him hid in an hollow I'ree. When they had 


pulled him down they ſtript him and beat him, 
and then pricked him forwards with the Points 
of their Swords till they brought him back to 
the Place from whence he had deſerted. It being 
then almoſt Night, they ty'd him to a Tree with 
his Hands behind him till they had refreſh'd 
themſeives, after which they cut down a Parcel 
of Fire- Wood, and bringing it into a plain Place 
laid it round the Trunk of a ſmall red Oak- 
Tree; They then bid the Priſoner take Leave 
of his Friends; and having allowed him a few 
Minutes for his Prayers, they bound him to the. 
Stake, the reſt of the Priſoners being placed at 
ſome Diſtance round about the Stake ty d Arm 
to Arm, Fire was then put to the Wood, Which 
was at ſuch a Diſtance as only to roaſt him. 
When the Criminal was almoſt 'ſuffacated. they 
pulled back the Fire and gave him Air, and. to 
add to his Torment they cut off Slices of his 


Fleſh aud threw them in his Face. Thus was 


he fry'd to Death with a ſlow Fire, the Iadiam 
all the while dancing raund about him, and en- 
dea vouring to drown” his Shrieks with their bar- 


barous Hoopings. When he vas dead they left 


him bound to the Stake, in uhich Poſture the 
Engliſþ found the Body next Day, and bęſtowed 
a Funeral upon it. 1 ./. 8 

 ROGERS's Cafe may, perhaps, be thought 
peculiar, becauſe he was a Deſerter; but it 
was the conſtant Practice of the Indians to ſtrip 


ings 
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ings nor Shoes, bur only a light Blanket to 


cover their Nakedneſs, except in the Winter, % 
when they were ſometimes fa voured with a Pair 
of Leather- Stockings to keep their Feet from 
periſhing with the Cold. They made them carry 
all their Baggage, feeding them with no other 
Provifion than Ground-Nuts, Acorns, Purſlain, 
Hogweed, Weeds, Roots, and ſometimes Dogs- 
fleſh, and of this no more than was juſt ſufficient 
to keep Soul and Body together. They obliged 
them to travel in theſe Circumſtances about 20 
or 30 Miles a Day, and if any of them t red, or 
could not travel their Pace, it was their conſtant 
Practice to ſtrike their Hatchets into their Brains. 
Tun x had no Regard either to Sex or Age; 
for Mary Ferguſon, Who was taken Captive at 
the ſame time, and afterwards redeemed, decla- 
red that her Companion, a young Maid of about 
15 or 16 Years of Age, had a heavy Burthen 
laid upon her Back, which ſhe carried as long as 


ſhe could ſtand under it; but at laſt, burſting out 


into Tears, and crying ſhe was able to go no 
further, her Indian Maſter took her aſide into 
the Buſhes, cut off her Head, and carried about 
the Scalp in Triumph. James Key, a Child of 
5 Years of Age, was taken at the ſame Time, 
and fell to the Share of Hoophood, who obſerving 
him to cry for the Loſs of his Parents, bound 
him to a Tree and whipt him unmercifully 
till he was all over of gore Blood from Head to 
Foot: The Child continuing {till to cry, con- 
tracted a Soreneſs in one of his Eyes, at which 
his Maſter being enraged, thruſt his Thumb 


into it, and forced it out of his Head; telli 
him at the ſame Time, that if he did not leave 


crying he would ſerve the other ſo too: But a- 
bout ten Diys after, the Child being tired, and 
not capable of travelling ſo faſt as he would 


have it, he buried the Blade of his Hatchet in 
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its Brains, and then chopped its Body into ſmall 
Pieces, and threw jt into ſthe River. Happy 
were thoſe Captives that fell to the Lot of the 
French; for tho they were forced to trayel bare- 
foot thro' Froſt and Snow, above 100 Miles to 
Canada, yet when they came thither they were 
uſed like Priſoners of War, and taken care of 
till they were exchanged. rw 
Tus Government of Neu- England in this 
Exigency of their Affairs publiſhed a Proclama- 
tion for Reformation of Manners, dated March 
13, 1689-90. wherein it was ordered, That

Succeſs. It was generally agreed, That ſince 
the French had joyned openly with the Indians in 
making War upon the Engliſb, the greateſt Dan- 
ger was from them, for the Indians were a con- 


temptible Body of themſelves ; but as they were 


inſtructed in the Arts of War, and ſupplied with 
all warlike Stores by the French, they were ca- 
pable of doing a great deal of Miſchief, and 
might in time become very formidable. Sir 
William Phips therefore formed a Project to drive 
the French out of their Settlements in L' Acadie, 
fince known by the Name of New-Scotland ; 
which the General Court of the Maſſachu ſets 
having approved, immediately ordered 700 Men 
to be put on Board a ſmall Fleet of Ships under 
his Command for the Expedition. 3 
I' Acadie, or Nova Scotia, is Part of the Terra 
Canadenſis; it lies from 43 to 51 Degrees of 


North Latitude, and from the River of St. Croix 


in Norembegua to the great River of Canada; 
has always 200 Leagues of Coaſt, but was never

Gorges was Preſident of the New-England Com- 
pany, he propoſed to Sir William Alexander, one 
of the Secretaries of State for Scotland, and af- 
terwards Earl of Sterling, the procuring a parti- 
cular Patent for this Country; which Sir William, 
being in favour with King James I. eaſily obtain- 
ed; it bears Date September 10, 1621. The 
next Year Sir Viliam and ſome others who 
were concerned with him attempted to make a 
Settlement, but not being able to perfe& their 
Defign, it lay waſte till the Year 1662, when 
the French took Poſſeſſion of it, and fortified 
themſelves at Port- Royal on the North Side of 
Funda- Bay, in 45 Degrees North Latitude. 
The Engliſh had ſo little an Opinion of this 
Territory that they abandoned it to the French 
by the Treaty of Breda in the Year 1667, and 
never attempted to recover it till this ti 
when they began to apprehend” the Danger of 
the Neighbourhood of ſo potent an Enemy. 
Monſieur Meneval was now Governour of the 
Province, who had built a little Fort at Port- 
Royal for the Security of the Plantations along 
the Coaſt, where the Inhabitants drove a conſi- 
derable Trade in Lumber, Fiſhing and Furs, a 
were encreaſed to the Number of 6 or 7000 Souls, 
81 HWiilian Phips ſailed with his Fleet from 
Numaſcot on the 28th of April 1690, and on the 
11th of May arrived before Port-Royal. *T'was 
then but a ſmall Town, defended with nothin 
but ſingle Paliſadoes, but is fince pretty —— 
enlarged and fortified.

returned. In his Way home he deſtroyed ano- 
ther French, Settlement at S. John's River on the 
South Side of Funda Bay, and arrived at Baoſtan 
the zoth of May.

Tax Succeſs of this Expedition encouraged 
the Government of New-England to attempt the

Canada, according to the Freuch Account of 
t, contains a Tract of Land of almoſt 2000

The Fleet was divided into 
three Squadrons; the firſt conſiſted of 13 Sail, 
under the Command of Capt. Gregory Sugars, Ad- 
miral, who hoiſted his Flag on Board the Six 
Friends, a Ship of 44 Guns; the ſecond conſiſted 
of 9 Sail, under the Command of Vice-Admiral 
Gilbert, on Board the Swan; and the third of 9, 
under the Command of Rear-Admiral Eldridge, 
on Board the America Merchant.

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4 from him, but what ſhould be from the Mouth 4 
On the 7th of October Sir William attemptecd 
to put his Land- Forces aſhore, but the Weather 
roving very tempeſtuous, it could not be done 
till the next Day, when 1480 of them under 
the Command of General Walley, landed about 
a League and a half from the Town; the Enemy 
made a brisk Fire upon them at their firſt Land- 
ing, but as ſoon as the Forlorn were got aſhore, 
and had formed themſelves, they retreated. The 
French ſay, they retreated with no other Deſig 
than to draw the Exgliſb into an Ambuſcade, 7:4 
having poſted their Confederate-Savages, with 200 
Forreſt-Ranger s and 50 Officers in # Copſe of thick 
Brambles half a League from the n 
Place, they drew them into it, and having made 
a general Diſcharge, they lay flat on the Ground 
while they received the Enemy's Fire, after 
Which they ſprung up, and drawing into Knots 
here and there repeated their Fire with ſuch 
Succeſs, that the Exgliſb fell into Confuſion, and 
retreated with the Loſs of 300 Men dead on the 
Spot, without any other Loſs on their Side, than 
10 Forreſt-Rangers, 4 Officers, and' 2 Savages. 
Next Day the Engliſh landed 4 Pieces of Brafs 
Cannon mounted like Field-Pieces, and made a 
freſh Attempt to force their Paſſage through the 
Copſe by the Help of their Artillery, but were 
repulsd again with the Loſs of 2 or 300 Men, 
the French on their Side loſing but 340, _ 
whom was Monſteur St. Helene, who died of a 
Wound in his Leg.

Octeler the 28th, and had but juſt Time enough 


to land his Proviſions before the Veſſel ſunk; 
The Captain and his Men finding they were 
like to winter upon the Iſland, built a Store- 
houſe and nine little Hutts to ſhelter them from 
the Cold with the Planks of the Wreck; but 
their Proviſions were ſo ſhort, that they agreed 
each Man's Allowance per Week to be no more 
than two Biskets, half a Pound of Pork, half a 
Pound of Flower, one Pint and a quarter of 
Peaſe, and two Salt- fiſn. It was not long before 
the diſmal Effects of Hunger and Cold began to 
appear among them, for on the azcth of Decem- 


ber their Doctor dyed, and after him 30 or 40 in 


a few Weeks; and though they were all con- 
vinced of the Neceſſity of keeping to their Al- 
lowance, unleſs they would at laſt eat one ano- 


ther, yet their Store-Houſe was frequently broke 


open; an Jriſþ Man once got to the Proviſions, 
and eat no leſs than 18 Biskers, which ſwelled 


him to ſuch a Degree, that he was forced to 


have his Belly ſtroked, and barhei before the 


Fire, to prevent its burſting; for which the Vil- 


lain deſerved,” I am ſure, to be hanged, if he 


was not.

WII theſe Things were doing in the Mæſt, 
the War was carried on with Vigour in the 
Eaft. About the beginning of May 4 or 500 
Indians and French croſs'd-the Bay of Caſco in 
their 'Canves, and lay concealed in the Woods, 
watching an Opportunity to ſurprize the Town. 
The Inhabitants knew it, and were upon their 
Guard, but none of them appearing for 3 or 4 
Days together, Lieutenant Clark with 3o ſtout 
young Men, reſolved to venture out and look for 
the Enemy; the J/ood lay upon a riſing Ground 
about half a Mile from the Town, at the End of 
a Lane fenced on each Side, with a Blecł-Houſe 
at the End of it; the Exgliß were afraid of the 
Enemy's lying in Ambuſcade behind the Fence, 
but they ran up to it with a bold Huzza, when 
the Enemy being prepar'd to receive them, 
made ſuch a terrible Fire as killed the Lieute- 
nant and 13 of his Men at one Diſcharge ; they 
8 the reſt back to the Town, which the 
Inhabitants defended as long as their Ammuni- 
tion laſted, and then retired by the Advantage of 
the Night into the Fort; the Beſiegers burnt the 
Town immediately, and having begun to under-

Tu Fate of Caſco made the ſmaller Garri- 
ſons of Papoodat, Spurwink, Black-Point and Blue- 
Point draw off immediately without Orders to 
Saco, which was 20 Miles within Caſco, and a 

few Days after they retired 20 Miles farther to 
Wells, and frightned that Garriſon ſo much, chat 
half of them deſerted, and fled as far as Lieute- 

nant Horer s. Hopehood the Captain of the Hu- 

rous purſued them, and deſtroyed all the open 

Country; he burnt ſeveral Houſes at Berwick, 

killed 13 or 14 Men at Fox-Point, and carried 

off 6 Priſoners; but meeting with Capt. Floyd 

and Capt. Greenleaf, they routed his Party, 
wounded Hopehood himfelt, and made him retire 

to a greater Diſtance. After this he marched 

with his Party Weſtward, with a Deſign to draw 

the Aquadofta-Tadians to joyn him; but a Party 

of French Indians meeting him by the Way fell 

upon him by Miſtake, and in their blind Fury 
killed him and almoſt all his Company. At 

Sruce- Creek an Old Man was killed, and a Wo- 

man carried into Captivity. On the 4th of July, 
a Party of Indians ſurprized and killed 8 or 9

pareel-River, and carried a Lad into Captivity; 
all the open Country was ſo infeſted with Parties 
of the Enemy at this Time, that it was hardly 
ſaſe for a Man to ſtir out of his Houſe, or follow

Pond... It was obſerved, that there were ſeveral 
French Soldiers mix'd with theſe Indians to diſ- 
cipline and inſtruct them in a regular Way of 
Fighting. The Engagement laſted ſeveral Hours, 
but Victory declar d at laſt for the Enemy; Cap- 
tain Viſuel, Lieutenant Flag, Serjeant MWalber, 
with 15 ot their Men were killed, and a great 
many more vounded; When Viſwel fell, Cap- 
tain Flod retreated with the Remainder of the 
Army in the beſt Manner he could, leaving his 
wounded. Men behind him, but next Morning 
Captain Corvers with 20 Men being ſent out to- 
wards the Place of Battle, found ſeven of the 
wounded Ergliſh yet alive, and brought them 
back to the Camp.

deſtroyed their Cattle, and then retire. 
Tux reſolute Behaviour of the Indians in the 
late Action under Frexch-Diſcipline, ſtruck ſuch 
a Terror into the Exgliſb, as made them reſolve 
never to hazard an Engagement for the future 
with ſuch unequal Numbers; Major Church was 
therefore ſent by Sea with zoo effective Men, in 
the beginning of September, to ſecure the Fron- 
tiers; he landed in the Night in Caſco-Bay, and 
marched directly to Pechypſot an Indian-Fort, 
which he found deſerted; from whence he went 
to Amonoſcoggin- Fort, 40 Miles up the River, but 
Jo” the Commander with the greateſt Part 
of the Garriſon were fled ; however, he burned 
the Ft, killed 20 Indians that were in it, and 
ö releaſed 
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releaſed 7 Engliſh Captives: After this, the 4% 
Major ſcoured the neighbouring Mood, and 1690 
then returned to Caſco, where Mr. Antony Bracket 


who had run away from the Enemy had the good 
Fortune. to joyn him; from Caſco they went to 
Winter-Harbour, where a ſmall Party failing up 
the River met with a Company of Munbeen-In- 
diaus whom they put to Flight, and recovered 
an Engliſb Priſoner, who informed them, that the 
Savages had agreed to rendezvous upon Pechypſ. :- 
Plain, in Order to attack the Town of Wells; 
upon this the Army reimbark'd for Cajco-Bay, 
and dividing themſelves into three Bodies wait- 
ed for the Enemy on Pechypſet-Plain ; but the 
Indians were too wile: to hazard a Battle, but 
contented themſelves with harraſſing the Forces, 
and cutting off the Straglers; the Army there- 
fore broke up, and returned to Caſco-Bay, Sep- 
tember the 20th, where five Plimouth- Men ven- 
turing to lye aſhore at a ſmall Village, called 
Macquoit, without ſetting a Watch at the Door 
ot their Lodging, were deſtroyed in the Night. 
The Major after this ſeparated his Forces, and 
put them all into Winter- Quarters, except 100 
Men, who were left with Capt. Convers and 
Playſtead, to ſcour the Hoods, and prevent Sur- 
prizals tom an Enemy, who tarely annoyed them 
any other Way, le | 

Tu Affairs of the Country were now at a 
very low Ebb, through the Loſſes and Diſap- 
pointments of the laſt Campaign; for tho they 
had conquered Acadia, the Cunada- Expedition, 
and the ill Succeſs of their Arms upon their 
Frontiers, had exhauſted their beſt Blood and 
Treaſure; beſides the Government itſelf was 
unſettled, and the People ready ta mutiny on the 
Account of their heavy Taxes; waen in a happy 
Juncture, a Party of Iadiaus came to Wells with 
a Flag of Truce, and propoſed a Ceſlation of

, © ſaid firſt of May to bring into Storer's Garri- 
ion at Wels all the Exgliſb Captives/in their 
Hands, and there treat of a perpetual Peace.“ 
This Inſtrument was ſigned by the Engliſh Com- 
miſſioners on the one Hand, and by Edgeremet 
and five. Segamores or Noblemen on the other. 
Ten :Ewug/iþ Captives were releaſed by this 
Treaty, among whom was Mrs. Hal, whom the 
indians would fain have detained, becauſe being 
able to write well, ſhe ſerved them in Qua- 
lity of a Secretary; and Nathaniel Mhite, whom 
the -barbaruus Wretches had already tied to a 
Stake, cut off one of his Ears, and made him 
eat it raw, and were going to roaſt the reſt of 
him alive. And thus the Indian War ceaſed du- 
ring the Winter of the Lear 1690. | 
Jun Beginning of this Year, or the latter 
End ot the laſt, died old Mr. John Eliot, the 
Apeille of the Indians He was born in the Year 
1604, and educated at Cambridge; but his Pa- 
rents dying before he had perfected his Studies, 
he was obliged to leave the Univerſity and be- 
come'Uſher to Mr. Hooker, a ſilenced Nonconfor- 
miſt Miniſter, at Little Baddew in Eſex. He 
came over to Neu- England in the Year 163, 
and joyned himſelf to Mr. Wilſon's Church at 
in 
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Biſton, amongſt whom he preached occaſionally 4,,, 
for ſome Time: But the next Year, ſeveral of 16599 
his old Acquaintance coming over, he ſettled *YY 


with them at Roxbury, about a Mile from Boſton, 
and continued in the Exerciſe of the Paſtoral - 
Office among them almoſt 60 Years. His inde- 
fatigable Pains and Labours in converting the 
Indians are known to all the World, and the Rea- 
der has had ſome Account of them in the Courſe 
of this Hiſtory. This Part of his Work was his 
teſt Delight; and tho” he travelled conſtant- 
2 the Indians once a Fortnight, yet he 
d not neglect his Duty at Rox bur. He was a 
Man of great Piety and Zeal for Religion, and 
yet of univerſal Love and Charity to all Men. 
When he was in a Manner quite decayed with 
Age, being ask'd how he did ? he reply d, Alas 
I have hſt every thing; my Duderſtanding leaves me, 
my Memory fails me, my  Utterance fails me; but I 
thank God my Charity holds out ſtill; I find that rather 
grows than fails, He was a good Scholar, eſpecially 
in the Languages; and one that would never al- 
low himſelt to be idle. He had gained the Af- 
fectians of the Indian Converts by his Affability 
and good Nature to ſuch a Degree, that they 
would run all Hazards to ſerve him; and his 
Name is ſtill mentioned by them with Honour. 
He lived till he was quite worn out; and uſed 
to ſay merrily, That his eld Acquaintance had been 
gone to Heaven ſo long before him, that he was afraid 
they would think he was gone the wrong Way becauſe 
| he ſtaid ſo long behind. But at laſt, after a Life 
of great Labour and: Uſefulneſs, he died in Peace

HEREVUrON Sir Milliam Phips was admitted 
to kiſs his Majeſty's Hand; and was, by Com- 
miſſion under the Broad. Seal, appointed Captain 
General and Governour 1n . the Pro- 
vince of the Maſſachuſet- Bay in New England. 

B v-r to return to the War: At the Expira- 
tion of the T'ruce ot Sagadehock, which was the 
Beginning of May, Mr. Danforth, Mr. Moodej, 
Mr. Haug han, Mr. Brattle, and ſeveral other Gen- 
tlemen, with a Troop of Soldiers, came to Well 
to renew the Peace with the Indians; but they 
not appearing at the Time appointed, Captain 
Canuers went out with a Party and brought in 
ſome, Priſoners, who pretended they had forgot 
the Time, but promiſed within 20 Days to deli- 
ver up all their Captives, and ſign the Peace. 
The Captain having waited 22 Days, and hear- 
ing nothing from them, thought it high Time to 
recruit his Garri ſon, and be on his Guard: 
Accordingly he ſent for a Reinforcement of Men 
from the County of Ee, which joyn'd him the 
th of June, to the Number of 35 Men, Theſe 
Recruits had not entred the Garriſon above half 
an Hour before Maxus with 200 Indians made an 
Attack upon it. This ſeaſonable Supply of freſh 
Men ſaved the Place; for Moxua meeting with 
a bold Reſiſtance; retired with the Loſs of ſeve- 
ral of his Men: Upon which Modackawando wass 
heard to ſay, My: Brother Moxus has miſſel it 
now ; . but I will ga my ſelf the next Year, and haue 
the Dog Convers out of his Hole, About the ſame 
Time the Iadiam flew rw Men at Berwick, two

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Am» more at Exeter, and five or fix at Cape Nidduck, 
* About the latter End of July, Capt. March, 
Capt. King, Capt. Hherburn, and Capt. Walken, 
landed with 3 or 300 Men at Mcgubit, and 
marched up to Pechypſcot to look out the Enemy, 

but not finding them, they returned to their 
Ships ; but while they were embarking, a vaſt 

Body of Indians poured down upon them from 
the Woods, and put them into Diforder, part of 

the Forces being already on Board, the reſt were 
not able to make Head againſt the Enemy, but 
got on Board their Veffels as faſt as they could, 
leaving Capt. Sherlurn and ſome others behind 
them dead upon the Shore. They fired at one 
another all Night,” but to no orher Purpoſe than 
the Spending their Ammunition, and in the 
Morning both Patties retired. On September 
the 28th, ſeven Perſons were ſurprized and killed 
at Berwick, and the next Day 21 at Sandy Beach. 
Oct ber the 23d, one Goodridge and his Wite were 
murthered at Rowly, and his Children carried 
into Caprivity; and the next Day a Family at 

_ Haverhill, underwent the fame Fate. The ſtrong 
Fort at Cape Nidduck was likewiſe deſerted this 
Tear, for want of a ſufficient.Garriſon'to defend 
it; after which the Enemy came, and burnt all 
the Houſes in it.

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Captivity. They ſummoned the barricadoed «me 
Hcuſes; but finding the Inhabitants reſolved to — 
ſtand upon their Detence, they retired with their 
Booty intothe Woods. Hard was the Fate of the 
Rev. Mr. SHubael Dummer, who was ſhot dead at 
his own Door, juſt as he was taking Horſe to go 
into the Country! His Wife was carried into 
Captivity, where, thro* Sorrow and Hardſhip, 
ſhe died. Many of his Church were likewiſe ta- 
ken *Prifoners, who had the Mortification next 
Lord's-Day, to ' fee one of the Savages act the 
Part of a Preacher in their Mmiſters Cloaths. 
Upon the News of this Diſaſter a Ship was im- 
mediately diſpatched to Sagadehick, with a Com- 
miſſion, and Effects to redeem the Captives, 
which they accompliſhed in ſome Meaſure, but 
the Inhabitants were in ſuch a Conſternation, 
that they talked of nothing but abandoning the 
Town; whereupon Capt. Convers and Gapt. Green- 
leaf were ſent immediately to their Aſſiſtance; 
and the next Month Major Huchiaſen, with a 
ſtrong Body of Troops, commanded under him 
by the Captains Convert, Floyd and Thaxter, ef- 
fectually fecured them from all future Excurſions 
of the Enemy. [TINS 
TAI Englih Forces had ſeveral little Stir- 
miſhes with the Indians in the Spring, but the 
braveſt Action was at Well, where Capt. Convers 
was poſted with only 15 Mev, beſides whom 
there were in the River two Sloops, with a Shal- 
top; which had brought Ammunition and Provi- 
ſion for the Garrifon. The Soldiers obſerved the 
Cattle to run home frighted and bleating out of 
the Woods one Evening, which was a certain Sign 
the Enemy were at hand. Hereupon Capt. Convers 
ſummoned in all his Garriſon, and ordered the 
Sloops, commanded by Gouge and Storer, to give 
him all the Aſſi ſtance they could. Next Morn- 
ing before Day- light, Fibn Diamond, a *

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dane that came in the Shalloop, on a Vilit, came up 
' 2692 to the Garriſon, and Was invited in by the 
Watch; but chooſing to go on Board one of the 
Sloops, which lay about a Gun ſhot from the 
Fort, he was ſeized by the Enemy, and haled 
away by the Hair of the Head, notwithſtanding 
all the Attempts of the Garriſon to reſcue him. 
Diamond was examined by the Generals of the 
Enemy s Army, which, conliſted of about 500 
Men, under the Command of Meſſieurs Burnif 
and Labrocree, Freuch Men, and Madockaw 
Monis, Egeremet and Warumbo, Indian Segamores, 
concerning. the Strength of the Garriſon, which 
he acquainted them with, only inſtead of x5, he 
told them there were 3o Men in it. The Judi- 
ans came on with a horrible Shout; but the 
Garriſon made ſuch a brisk Fire upon them with 
their. Small Arms, as obliged them to retire out 
of the Reach of their Muskets. Upon this they 
turned their Fury upon the Sioops, which, they 
raked moſt dreadfully with their Small Arms 
from behind a great Heap of Planks which lay 
upon the Shore, and a Hay-Stack, which they 
fortified with Poſts and Rails, not above a Dozen 
Yards from the Sloops. They continued ſhoot- 
ing all Day long, and ſet the Sloops on fire ſe- 
veral Times with their Fire-Arrows, which the 
Defendants with a Swab at the End of a Rope 
tied to a Pole happily. put out. At Night they - 
ceaſed, but next Morning returned to the Aſſault; 
and becauſe they found it impoſſible. to board the 
Sloops without expoling themſelyes to their Fire, 
they contrived 5 740 which they brought 
out of the Woods upon a Pair of Wheels; upon 
Which they built a Platform, Musket-proot in 
the Front, and placed their Men behind it. 
They puſhed the Machine forwards upon the 
Shore till it came within 15 Yards of the Sloops, 
. When, one of the Wheels ſunk into the MO 
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and had hke to overſet it: A French Man ſtep- A 
ping out to raiſe the Wheel, was ſhot dead upon 199% 
the Spot; whereupon they let it ſtand as it was, 
and fired at the Sloop from behind the Platform, 
till the Tide roſe and overturned it with all the 
Men, who thereby lay open to the Sloops, and 
received a general Fire from them before they 
were able to ſcamper away. Next Morning 
they returned to the Fort, and a large Body of 1 
them marching up to it in good Order, halted | 8 
about Muskert-ſhoc from the Ramparts, and di- 4 j 
vided themſelves into, three Ranks, and having 
2 three great Shouts, cryed out in Exgliſb, 
ire, and fall on, brave Boys; upon which they 
marched up to the Fort, and made a general 
Diſcharge upon it all at once. Capt. Convers 
ordered his Men to lye cloſe behind the Ram- ; 
rts, and not to make a Shot till they were | 
Fare of doing Execution; but when the Enemy 
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they went up to the Sloops, and made one farewell 
1% Diſcharge upon them, by which they killed the 
only Man that was loſt on Board them, and then 
retired. The Enemy loſt a great many Men in 
this Aſhult, and among the Teſt Monl. Labrocree 
himſelf” who had about his Neck a Pouch with 
a Dozen Relicks, and a printed Paper of Indul- 
gences, and ſeveral other Implements of thar ſort. 
his memorable Action happened on the roth 
and trch of June. 7 

FRI. Indians being enraged at the Loſs of 
ſo many of their Men, reſolved: to take their 
Revenge upon poor John Diamond their Priſoner, 
whom they brought into the Plain, within og 
of the Garriſon, and after they had ſtript him 
they ſcalped him alive; they caſtrated him; they 
ſir him with Knives between his Fingers and 
Toes; they made cruel Gaſhes in the moſt fie 
Paxts of his Body, and ſticking lighted Firebrands 
in them, they tortured him to Death. But tho? 
the Soldiers in all the Gatriſons behaved them- 
ſelves well, they could not protect the open Coun- 
try from the Invaſions ot the Enemy; ſo thar 
all the Eaftern Plantations were ruined and de- 
ſerted, it not being ſafe for them to Work in the 


Fields, "when they were in danger every Hour 


of being furprized by the Excurſions of the. va 
vages from 115 Woods. 

'P'xrs was the State of the War beg the 
Governorir Sir William Phips arrived at. New 
Englund with the new Charter. He landed at 
Boſtoiz*on the 14th of Muy; and the ſome of the 
People were ſullen and out of Humour with the 
Abridgment of their Privileges; yet the Genera- 
lity of them received him with loud Acclamations 
of Joy. The General Court of the Province 
appointed à Day of ſolemn Thankſgiving for the 
fafe Arrival uf hi, Excellency the Governaur, and

Jo return now to the War. When the Eafſt- 
ern ſadians heard that Sir William Phips was 


appointed Governour ot Neu-England, they were 


ſtruck with Aſtoniſhment at the Fortune of the 
Man; for they knew his Original, and had fiſhed 
and hunted many a weariſome Day with him in 
his Youth ; they were ſenſible that he was capable 
of carrying on the War againſt them with greater 
Succeſs than his Predeceſſors, becauſe he was ac- 

uainted with the Courtry, 'and knew all their 

launts; but being buoyed up by the French, they 
made no Overtures of Peace. 
ur J[adians after the Action at Welli lay 
fill till the Month of Jul), when a Laps of 
them fell upon ſome Husbandmen at Work in 
the Meadows on the North ſide of . Merrimack- 
River, and flew them: Upon Advice of this 
Sir Hilliam Phips marched with an Army of 
450 Men to Pemmaquid, and gave Orders by 
his. Majeſty's Command for building, one of the 
ſtrongeſt Forts that was eyer ſęeen in America. 
Captain Wing and Captain, Bancraft laid the 
Foundation, and Captain March finiſhed it in 
« few Months. It was built of Stone in a 
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quadrant: 
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uadrangular Figure, being about 737 Fbot in 1% 
mpaſs without the outer Wall, and 108 Foot 169 


ſquare within the inner One; it had 28 Port- 
holes eight Foot from the Ground, and 14 Guns 
mounted, whereof ſix were 18 Pounders: The 
South Wall facing the Sea was 22 Foot high, 
and 6 broad; the round Tower at the Weſt End 
was 29 Foot high, the Eaſt Wall was 12 Foot 
high, the North 10, and the Weſt 18. The 
Fort ſtood about 20 Rod from High-Water 
Mark, and had a Garriſon of 60 Men for its 


Defence : It was called by the Name of Milliam 


Henry ; but the Charge of building and main- 
taining it, was ſuch a Tax upon the Country, 
and cauſed ſuch Murmurings among the People, 
as created Sir William a great many Enemies, 
and made him fit uneaſy in his Government 
ever after; tho it mult be allowed to be the 
beſt Barrier the Province ever had, and being 
built in the Heart of the Enemy's Country, 
effectually broke all their Meaſures by preventing 


their clanning with one another, and fo brought - 


them in a little Time to beg a Peace. While 
this was doing Major Church marched - with a 
Party of Men to Penobſcot and took five Itdians 
Priſoners, after which he ravaged all the Coun- 
try about Taconet, the Indians having deſerted it, 
and ſet their Fort on Fire. e ed 

T xz next Spring Sir William ſent 35s Men 
to Well, to reinforce Captain Convers, to whom 
he gave a Major's Commiſſion, and the Com- 
mand in Chief of all the Eaſtern Garriſons, for 
his brave Defence of that Place the laſt Year. 
The Major being informed of à Party of the 
Enemy that lay lurking in the Woods, ſur- 
rized them all, and put the chief of them 
to the Sword, by Way of Repriſal for a Fami- 
5 Which they had murdered at Oyſter River; 
om hence he marched with his new Reinforce- 
Nen * ment 
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4 ment to Pemmaguid, and ailing up Sheepſcote- 
River, ſcowred the Woods as far as Taconet; 
but not meeting with any of the [adians he re- 
urned to Saco, and laid the Foundation of a Fort 
there; which was, afterwards finiſhed by Majot 
Hook and Major Hill, and was of great Service 
to the Province. The zdians on the other hand 
plundered Quaboag, a ſmall Village in the Road 
to Connecticut, and carried off ſeveral Priſoners; 
but the neighbouring Towns upon the River, 
taking the Alarm, ſent out a flying Party of 
Horſe after them, who purſuing them by 
their Track to a great Swamp, e 
and leaving their Horſes at the Entrance of the 
Swamp, ſurprized the ſecure Enemy, recovered 
the Priſoners, and put moſt of the Indians to the

Bur the low Circumſtances of the Affairs 

of the Englip, and Indians at this Time made 
both. Sides incline to a Peace. The Engliſh 
overnment was weakened, by the Confuſions 
occaſioned by pretended Witchcrafts which were 
come to ſuch an Height that every one began 

to ſuſpect his Neighbour ; the Taxes were hea- 

. having been much encreas'd of late, for 
building and maintaining their new Fort ; and 
Trade was very much decayed, ſo that the 
Hearts of the People began to fail. The IJadians 
on the other Hand, were not only deſerted by 
the French, Who were not capable at this time 
of ſupplying them with Ammunition and Pro- 
viſions as formerly, but were very much ſtreight- 
ned, by the New Forts; and which was worſt 

of; all, they were affraid of an Inyalion from the 
Maguas, .. a; formidable Nation ;inhabiting the. 
Regions towards. the Weſt, who. having learn'd 
the Uſe of Guns before their Neighbgurs, are ſaid 

to have deſtr d above 2 Millions of Natives in- 
habiting the Country between them and the River 
8 ies 2 Miſſefeppn.

with relating the ſeveral Facts, as I find them 
atteſted by good Witneſſes, without entring very 
far into the Merits of the Cauſe. ; 
I'nE Diſtemper began the latter End of the 
Year 1691, in the Family of the Reverend Mr. 
Paris, Miniſter of Salem, whoſe Daughter and 
Neice of about nine and eleven Years of Ag 
began on à ſudden to play ſome odd Pra 
Which neither. themſelves nor others could ac- 
count for, ſuch as getting into Holes, creeping | 
under Chairs and Stools, &c. After ſome Time 
they fell into Convulſion-Fits, and complained of 
being bitten and pinched. by inviſible Agents; 
ſomerimes they were ſtruck dumb, their Months 
and all their Limbs being diſtorted, in a Manner 
that moved Compaſſion in all that ſaw them; a 
Conſultation of Phyſicians being called in to give 
their Judgments upon this extraordinary Caſe, 
ſome were of Opinion, that they were under an 
evil Tongue; which preſently ſpread all over the 
Town. Mr. Paris himſelf being of this Mind, 
kept ſeveral Days of Faſting and Prayer on his 
Family's Account; and twas obſerved, that 
during the Time of Prayer the Afflicted were 
very quiet, but in the Intervals of Duty they 
would fall into Fits, and act and ſpeak very ri-

SI William, Phips uns bom of mean and 
* Parents at a ſmall Plantation in the Ea- 
ſtern Parts of Neu- England, on the Banks of the 
River Kennebec, February 2, 1650; his Father 
was a Gun- Smith, and left his Mother a Widow, 
with a large Family of ſmall Children: William 
being one of the — kept Sheep in the 
. Wilderneſs till he was 18 Years of Age; and 
was then bound Apprentice to a Ship-Carpenter; 
when he was out of his Time he took to the Sea, 
ald after ſeveral ſmall Adventures, at laſt made 
his Fortune, by finding a Spaniſh Wreck near 
Hort de la Plata; which got him a great deal of 
Reputation at the Exgliſb Court, and introduced 

_ -him-anto the Acquaintance of the greateſt Men 
in the Nation: Though King James II. gave 
un the Honour of. Knighthood yet he always 


oppoſed 
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oppoſed his Arbitrary Meaſures, as appears by 47. 
. en me i 


when offered him, by a Meſſenger from 
the Abdicated King, Sir Jiliam joyn'd heartily 


in the Revolution, and uſed his Intereſt at the 


Court of King Wiliam and Queen Mary, for ob- 

taining a Charter for his Country, in Conjuncti- 
on with the reſt of the Agents, for which, and 
his other great Services, they nominated him to 
the King, as the moſt acceptable and deſerving 
Perſon they could think for their Governour. Sir 
Miliam was no Scholar, nor a Perſon of deep 
Penetration, but a perfectly honeſt, and good- 
natur d Man, a true Lover of his Country, and 
one that endeavour d to ſerve it to the beſt of 
his Capacity. He was ſtrictly virtuous himſelf, 
and endeavour'd to promote the Practice of Vir- 
tue in others; Dr. Mather ſays, that if he would 
have connived at ſome Arbitrary Oppreſſions too 
much uſed by ſome kind of Officers on the King's 
Subjects, few or none of thoſe Articles of Im- 
peachment had been preferr'd againſt him; but 
not being verſed in the Arts of Government, he 
lay open to the Intrigues of deſigning Men, who 
envying his Greatneſs, made it their Buſineſs to 
perplex his Affairs, and were never quiet till 
they got him diſplaced; he had formed a Project 
for ſupplying the Kingdom with Naval Stores 
from the Eaſtern Parts of the Maſſachuſet-Colony, 
and was laying it before the King, when Death 
put an End to all his Purpoſes by a malignant 
Fever, which carried him off in a few Days at 
London, February 18, 1694-5, in the 45th Year 
of his Age. | N » 


Dzeury-GovrtrNOUR Stoughton was now 
the Chief Magiſtrate of the Province, a Gentle- 
man, who had made himſelt popular, by en- 
larging Harvard-College with an additional Build-

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Ass ing; Which he call'd after his own Name, Stough- 
82 ton- Hall, But before he entred on the Admini- 
ſtration of Affairs the War with the Indians broke 


out again; for the French having received a Sup- 
- ply ot all Sorts of Warlike Stores from Europe, di- 
ſtributed them among the Indians, and obliged 
them to break the Peace with the Exgliſb, within 
leſs than a Year after it had been made: Being 
puſh'd forwards by the Inſtigations of the French, 
and joyn'd with a Party of their Men, they fell 
upon Ofter-River Town, July 18, by Break of 
Day, and killed, and took Priſoners, about 100 
Perſons, of whom 20 belonged to the Train'd- 
Bands of the Town. Thomas Bickford whoſe 
Houſe was palliſado'd, by the River-Side, de- 
fended it alone againſt a Party of Indians that 
aſſaulted it, and thereby ſaved his Family and 
Effects, when others who ſurrender'd on Pro- 
miſe of Quarter were barbarouſly murder d: Sa- 
turday following they killed Mrs. Cut and three 
of her Servants at Work in her Farm, on 
the South-Side of Piſcataqua-River : On the 27th 
about Break of Day, they aſſaulted Groton, 
but were repulſed by Lieut. Lałin, with the Loſs 
of one of their Men; however, they plunder d 
ſeveral of the Plantations thereaboute, killed 
20 Perſons, and carried about a Dozen more 
into Captivity; Mr. Gerßbom Hobart Miniſter of 
the Place made his Eſcape with Part of his Fa- 
mily, but the Indians took Poſſeſſion of his Houſe, 
killed one of his Children, and carried another 
into Captivity. Auguſt 20, they killed three Per- 
fons at Work in a Field at Spruce-Creek; the ſame 
Day they killed another at Work, and carried a 
Lad into Captivity. On the 24th they killed 
and took eight Perſons at Kittery ; among whom 
was Mr. Dowing's Daughter, a Child of ſeven 
Years old, whom they uſed in a barbarous Man- 
ner, for after they had ſcalped her, they left her 
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alive next Morning, and by the Uſe of proper [54 
Medicines recover d, and lived many Years after 
tho' the Wound that was made in her Skull could 
never be cloſed, September 4, Mr. Joſeph Pike of 
Newbury Deputy-Sherift of Eſſex trayelling with 
one Long between Amelbury and Haverhill in the 
Execution of his Office fell into an Ambuſcade 
of the Enemy, and both he and his Companion 
were murder d. November 19, Bomaſeen an Indian 
Segamore, who had ſigned the late Treaty, came 
with two other Iadians to Pemmaquid, pretending 
to be juſt arrived from Canada, to concert proper 
Meaſures for the putting a Stop to the Eftuſion 
of more Blood; but it being known that he had 
been a principal Actor in the late Excurſions of 
the Indians, he was look d upon as a Spy, and 
arreſted by Capt. March Governour of the Place, 
and ſent Priſoner to Boſton, where he was kept 
under Confinement ſeyeral Years. - 
IAEA was an odd Event that happened at 
Caſco abour this Time, a Company of Indians 
_ paſſing through the deſerted Town, and diſcover- 
ing ſome Horſes in Capt, Braclet s Orchard; re- 
ſolved to make a Feaſt of them; but ſome of 
the young Men having a Mind firſt to a little 
Diverſion, drove one of them into a Pond, and 
took it, and with the Main and Tail of the Ani- 
mal, which they cut off, made a kind of a Halter 
for him: A Son of the famous Hegon had a Mind

one of whom was killed, and the other taken

In the Spring ſome new Propoſals were made 
for an Accommodation, by the Mediation of 
Sheepſcoat John, once an Indian Convert, after- 


wards a Pagan, and now a Papiſt; for on the 


29th of May a Fleet of Canoes came to an Iſland 
about a League from Firt-Pemmaquid, and ſent 


to the Englih in that Garriſon Propoſals of 
Peace: They owned their Guilt in breaking 
the former Articles, but as a Pledge of their Sin- 
cerity at this Time, they delivered up eight Cap- 
tives, and promiſed to diſcharge all the reſt upon 
ſigning the-Peace. A Truce was therefore grant- 


ed them for 30 Days, and Colonel John Phitips, 
Lieutenant Colonel Hauthorn, and Major Con vers 


were ſent to Pemmaquid to bring this Affair to a 


Concluſion, but the Commiſſioners demanding a 


to the former Articles of Peace, before they 


would enter upon any new Propoſals, and not

Priſoners; this was the firſt Time that the 
Indians ever made Uſe of Horſes any other Way 

than to eat them; about the ſame Time Ser- 
jeant Haley venturing a little Way out of his | 
Fort at Saco was killed ; September the gth Ser- ©" 
jeant March and three Men were killed, and fix | 
more wounded at Pemma juid, as they were row- 
ing a Goadula round an high rocky Point above 4 
the Barbican ; October 7, a Party of Indians entred 14 
Mr. Broun's Houſe at Newbury, and carried away 
nine People into Captivity, but being purſued 
by Captain Greenleaf, were forced to make their 
Eſcape over a River in the Night, and leave all 
their Priſoners behind them; 'twas a Wonder 
they had not buried their Hatchets in their 
Brains before they left them, but the Captain 
coming upon them in the Night every one was 
glad to ſhift for himſelf, and yet at parting, 
they beat them ſo unmercitully upon the Head 
with their Clubs, that they all dyed of their 
Wounds within a Year, except one, who was 
hurt only on the Shoulder. N 

T ee Nu 3 Towanps 
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4 Towarps the End of this Year Capt. March 
E9 Govyernour of Pemmaquid- Fort deſiring to lay 
down his Commiſſion, was ſucceeded by Cap- 
tain Chub, a Traitor to his Country, and a Man 
void of all true Courage and Honour; one 
of his firſt Exploits after taking Poſſeſſion of the 
Fort was his murdering Edzeremet, and Abenquid, 
two of the principal Segumores of the Indians, 
with one or two of their Friends, who met 
him on the Faith of a Treaty; an Action ſo 
baſe, as no Gentleman, or Man of Honour could 
be guilty of ; but the Reader will quickly ob- 
ſerye ſomething worſe of him, for which he de- 
ſerved to have been made an Example to Poſte- 
rity : How this Fellow came to be preferr'd 
to this Polt is a Myſtery! but the Country was 
ſo divided within itſelf, that no Care was 
taken of the publick Safety; the General Aſ- 
ſembly met, but made no Proviſion for the War; 
no Money was raiſed, no Soldiers liſted, nor any 
Enquiry made into the Condition of the Fron- 
tier-Garriſcns ; ſo that if the French and Indians 
had been in a Condition to have acted with 
Vigour, they might have ravaged the beſt Part 
of the Country, but they were out of Breath; 
for the French wanted a freſh Supply of Stores 
from Europe, and the Indians would do nothing

Bor the moſt fatal Blow that the Engl re- 
ceived this Year was the Loſs of Pemmaquid- Fort, 
which happen'd after this Manner, the French 
having taken an Englih Man of War called the 
Newport, landed ſome Officers and Soldiers on 
the Banks of the River Pemmaquid, who being 
joyn'd by a Party of Indians over Land, ſum- 
moned the Governour to ſurrender the Fort into 
their Hands, Chub was ſo frighted with ſeeing a 
Man of War in the River, and ſome French Men 
aſhore with the Indians that he thought it his 
beſt Way to ſecure himſelf and his Garriſon by 
a Capitulation, and ſo baſely ſurrender'd the 
Fort, without firing a Gun in its Defence, tho” 
he had 95 Men double-armed, and the French 
not furniſhed with any Materials to beſiege the 
Place in Form; the Enemy immediately demo- 
liſhed the Fort, and then retired. 

Wurm this Piece of News came to Boſton 
the whole Province was alarmed, for they had 
now no Barrier left to hinder the Enemy's pene- 
trating into the Heart of the Country. Deputy- 
Gov. Stoughton and his Council began therefore 
to think it neceſlary to take ſome effectual Mea- 
ſures to put a Stop to the Triumphs of the E- 
nemy, and prevent their doing any further Miſ- 
chief: Accordingly he fitted out 3 Men of War, 
and ſent them out in Purſuit of the French Man of 
War, but meeting with contrary Winds they 
could never get Sight of it; Colonel Gidney was 
likewiſe ſent by Land at the Head of 300 Men 
to ſecure the Frontiers,. but the Enemy having 
done their Buſineſs were retired, ſo that the Co- 
lonel had nothing to do but ro ſtrengthen the 
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4e remaining Garriſons, and return home; the Co- 
lonel by Order of the Lieutenant-Governour ar-

ſtrangely. exalted with their late Succeſs, and 


reſted Chub, and brought him up to Boſton, where 
he was kept in Cultody for ſome Time, but after 
ſeveral Examinations, nothing treaſonable ap- 
pearing 10 him, the Governour only took 
away his Commiſſion, and ſent him home to his 
Houſe at Audover, where he lived about a. Year, 
and was then killed with his Wife, and two or 
three other Perſons in the Midſt of a very hard 
Winter by a Party of Iadians. 0 | 
Towaxp the. latter End of the Summer, the 
Governour diſpatched Col. Hawthora with ſome 
Soldiers and Frigates to joyn Major Church, who 
was ordered to attack St. John's Fort, the Place 
from whence the Indians received all their Sup- 
lies of Men and Ammunition from the French, 
t lyes upon a River between Port-Royal and the 
great River of Canada, by which (ſays La Hon- 
tan) the Inhabitants of thoſe Places may hear 
from one another in 16 or 17 Days, which they 
can't do by Way of the Sea in a Month, nor then 
without Danger. But the Winter was ſo far ad- 
vanced before the Col. arrived, that his Soldiers 
were ready to mutiny, for Fear of being ſhut in 
with the Ice, which obliged the Major after he 
had ſummoned the Place, and made a few Shot 
at it, to return home, MY | 
Favs all the Projects of the Englizþ this Year 
miſcarry'd, . their Meaſures were broken, and 
nothing but Murmurings and Complaints were 
to be heard from one End of the Province to the 
other. The Judiaus on the other Hand were 


threatned to ruin the he Country next Sum- 
mer: In the mean Time they poſted themſelves 
ſo advantageoully, that it was hardly ſafe for the 
People on the Borders to ſtir out of their Houſes; 
ſ ve Soldiers of the Garriſon of Saco were ſurpriz'd

Number. And to crown the Calamities of the 
Year, there was a very great Scarcity of all Sorts 
of Grain in this, as well as in moſt other Coun- 
tries of Europe, whereby the Poor were ready to 
mutiny for Want of Bread, 544 
IN the Winter the Enemy were pretty quiet, 
but upon the 15th of March they made a De- 4 
{cent upon the Skirts of Haverhil, burnt about 167 
half a Dozen Houſes, and killed and took 39 Per- 
ſons; among the Priſoners was one Hannah Dun- 
. tan, a Woman of a maſculine Spirit, who had 
lain in about a Week, and was in her Bed with 
only her Nurſe and eight ſmall Children in the 
Houſe, when the Indians ſurrounded it; her 
Husband was at Work in the Field, and ſeeing 
the Enemy at a Diſtance ran home, and bid 7 of 
his 8 Children get away as faſt as they could to 
ſome Garriſon in the 'T'own ; he then informed 
his Wife of her Danger, but before ſhe could riſe 
the Enemy were ſo near, that deſpairing to carry 
her off, he took his Horſe and Arms, reſolvin 
to live or dye with his Children; he overtoo 
them about 40 Rod from his Houſe, and drove 
them before ſhim, like a Flock of Sheep, as faſt 
as their little Legs would carry them, till they 
got to a Place of Safety about a Mile or two 
from his Houſe; the [adians purſued him all the 
while, but he kept in the Rear of his little Flock, 
and when any ot them came within Reach of his 
Gun, he preſented it at them, which made them 
retreat. 

Bur his Houſe in the mean Time was rifl'd, 
and burnt, his Wite, Nurſe, and new-born In- 
fant, with about ten or a Dozen of their Neigh- 
bours carried into Captivity ;, the Indians had 
not gone many Paces from the Houſe before 
they. diſpatched the Child, daſhing out its Brains 
Tarr! | * againſt 
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4 againſt a Tree, but Mrs. Dunſtan and her Nurſe 
1697 travelled 12 Miles the firſt Night, and kept up 
"Y” with their new Maſters-*rill they had travelled 
150 Miles in a few Days; thoſe that tired by the 
Way had, according to Cuſtom, the Hatchet bu- 
ried in their Brains. The Indian Family that 
Dunſtan and her Nurſe were to ſerve conſiſted 
of 12 Perſons, two Men, three Women, and ſe- 
ven Children, all Roman-Catholick Converts, who 
ſaid their Prayers according to the French In- 
ſtructions conſtantly thres Times a Day; their 
Maſter was tolerably civil to them, but reſolved 
notwithſtanding to carry them to a Rendezvous 
of Savages beyond Penacook, about two hundred 
Miles from the Place where he lived, in or- 
der to their running the Gauntlet through the 
whole Army, which is the Diſcipline that all new 
Priſcners undergo. The whole Family were to 
have the Pleaſure of this Sight, but as they were 
on their Journey, on the 3oth of April, a little 
beforeDay-break, Mrs. Dunſtan obſerving them all 
in a profound Sleep, encouraged her Nurſe, and an 
Enghſh Youth who had been taken from Wor- 
ceſter a Year and half before to ſtand by her, 
and aſſiſt her in putting them all to Death; ſo 
each of them furniſhing themſelves with a Hat- 
chet, they ſtruck it into the Brains of ten of them 
-in the dark, before they could make the leaſt 
Reſiſtance ; one of the Women and a Boy got 
away, but they cut off the Scalvs of the reſt, 
and brought them to Boſton; for which heroick 
Action they received a Reward of Fifty Pounds 
from the General Aſſembly, beſides ſeveral Preſents 
from private Hands to a conſiderable Value. 

Tur Savages continuing their Excurſions, 
killed one Man at York, another at Hatfield, a 
third at Groton, and two or three more at Exe- 
ter, from whence they carried. two Children into 
Captivity; they alſo ſurprized and ſhot 0

Day to their own: Houſe which was about five, 
Miles diſtant ; and two others that were in Com- 
pany having rid Poſt to the Garriſon of Mell 
with the unwelcome News, as they were return- 
ing back, fell into an Ambuſcade, of the Enemy, 
and were killed About the latter End of 
June they killed three Men at Newichawan- 
nick as they were mowing in the Meadows; 
A little after a Party of Indians killed a 
Man that ſtood Centinel for his Neighbours 
while they were at Work in the Marſhes at 
Well, and having taken another Priſoner, they 
carry'd him a Mile and a half off, and roaſted 
him to Death. Three Soldiers of Saco-Firt as 
they were cutting Fire-Wood for the Uſe of the 
Fort on Cœu- land were ſhot dead on the Spot, 
while Lieutenant Fletcher with his two Sons who 
were appointed for their Guard were a fowling 
in the Woods, but the Lieutenant and his Sons 
paid dear for their Negligence, for as they were 
returning to their Companions they fell into an 
Ambuih of the Enemy, and were all three 
taken Priſoners ; one of the Sons afterwards made 
his Eſcape, but the other Son and his Father 
dyed in Captivity: Theſe and ſeveral other 
Misfortunes befell the Exgliſb while there were 
no Forces on the Frontiers, every Week producing 
ſome ſurprizing Diſaſter, | | 
| Burl the moſt important Action of the 
Summer is yet behind, the French King hav- 
ing a Squadron of Men of War at this Time 
in the Northern Parts of America, the Ad- 
miral agreed with the Governour of Quebec to 
make a Deſcent upon the Coaſt of New-England, 
while a Body of Indians and French ſhould invade 
that Province by Land ; Lieutenant Governour 
Kongbton having Notice of their Deſign did very 
vt . þ "© x . ; os t ing 
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Ane thing that a wiſe and prudent Governour could 
ww do for the Defence of his Country, he repaired 
the Forts about Boſton, raiſed the Militia through- 
out the whole Province, and order'd them to be 
kept under ſtrict Diſcipline ; and then ſent Major 
March at the Head of 520 Men to the Eaſtern 
Frontiers to ſcour the Woods, and obſerve all the 
Enemy's Motions on that Side. Upon the Ma- 
jor's Arrival the Indians retired: from the Fron- 
tiers, but he purſued. them as far as Caſco-Bay, 
having hired ſome Tranſports to accommodate 
his Men in their Paſſage thither; from Caſco he 
ſailed up further among the Eaſtern Iſlands, and 
landed September g. on the Banks of Damaſcotta- 
River, near Corbiu- Sounds a little before Day- 
break; but before his Men were half aſhore the 
Enemy came down upon them with a loud Huz- 
za, and gave them a Volley, but without doing 
any Miſchief; the Major fir d upon them again in 
his Turn, and as ſoon as it was Day both Par- 
ties engaged ; the Commanders of the Tranſports 
came aſhore to the Aſſiſtance of their Friends, 
and after a brisk Engagement of ſeveral Hours 
they drove the Enemy before them to their Ca- 
noes, Which lay out of Sight, and ſaved them 
from being all cut in Pieces; in this Action the 
Enzliſh had 12 Men killed, and about as many 
more wounded : Among the former was Capt. 
Dymmock of Barnſtable, and among the latter 
Captain Philips ct Charles-Town. This little 
Skirmiſh, though of no great Importance in 
itfelft, broke all the Enemy's Meaſures, and 
put a Stop to the intended Invaſion of the French 
and Indians, as that did to the Deſcent of the 
Fleet upon the Coaſt, which being ſhatter'd by 
a Storm at Sea, and having Notice of the Defeat 
of their Confederate-Indians, and of the good 
Poſture of the Englißb in all Places to receive 
them, return'd to Exrepe, and gave them no fur-

Eaſt a Party of the Enemy plunder d the Town 
of Lancaſter, September 11, and killed 20 Men, 
among whom was Mr. Whiting the Miniſter, 
and carried away five into Captivity; they like- 
wiſe burnt ſeveral Houſes with two or three an- 
cient People in them, and then retired: After 
which they were no more heard of till the Month 
of November, when they killed a poor Man in the 
Woods near / Oyſter-River; which was the lat

O x the 27th of March this Year dyed Simon 4. 
- Bradſtreet, Eſq; ſometime Governour of the Co- 1698 


lony of the Maſſachuſets; and the longeſt Liver of 
all the firſt Planters of Mu- England; he was 
born at Horblin in Lincoln-ſhire in the Year 1603, 
and educated in Emmanuel-College, Cambridge, of 
which' he was Fellow. Upon his leaving the 
Univerſity he became Steward firſt to the Earl 
of Lincoln, and afterwards to the Counteſs of 
Warwick, in which Noble Family he continued 
till he marryꝰd the Daughter of Mr. Dudley, by 
whoſe Perſwaſion he engaged in the Project of 
making a Settlement in Neu- England; he came 
over with the firſt Colony in the Year 1630, and 
ſerved his Country firſt in Quality of Secretary, 
and then as Governour, till their Charter was 
taken from them; he was a good Man, but a 
little too warm in his Zeal againſt the Anabap- 
tiſts and Quakers, as were almoſt all the Magiſtrates 
of New-England in thoſe Times. After theRevolu- 
tion in the Year 1689, he reſum'd hisPlace of Go- 
vernour again, by the unanimous Invitation of the 
People and continued in it till Sir Milliam Phips 
came over with the new Charter. He was the Fa- 
ther of his Country, and it was obſerved of him, 
That when he was almoſt go Tears old his intellectual

- P nz next Winter was one of the hardeſt that 
has been known. in the Memary of Man, and yet 
in the Month of February thirty Indians made a 
Deſcent upon Andover, and killed Capt, Chub and 
his Family; they bad likewiſe taken Col. Dudley 
Bradſtreet and his Family Priſoners, but being 
purſued they diſmifled them without doing them 
any Miſchiet; but as they paſs' d by Haverhil 
they killed two Perſons, and took two Priſoners. 
At Spruce-Creek they murdered. an old Man, and 
carried his three Sons into Captivity; the old 
Man was killed in cold Blood after he had ſur- 
render d himſelf, by a huge Tawny ſeven Foot 
high; but the Vengeance of Heaven quickly 
overtook him; for an Hour or two after, as he 
was halling his Canoe to Shore with the Butt- 
End of his Musket, holding the Muzzle in his 
Hand, the Musket went off, and ſhot him dead 
upon the Spot. At Hatfield four Indians kill'd a 
Man and a Boy in the Meadows, and carried 
away two Boys into Captivity ; Advice of which 
being ſent to Deerfield, they ſent out 12 Men 
to intercept them as they came up the River, 
who overtook them at 20 Miles Diſtance ; the 
Indians were in their Canoes within a Rod or 
two of the oppoſite Shore; the Eugliſb immedi- 
ately fired at the Canoes, and wounded one of the 
Indians in the Back, whereupon they all jump'd 
aſhore, and the Boys with them ; the wounded 
Savage lay in great Miſery, his Back being broke, 
endeavouring to tear open his Breaſt, and knock 
out his own' Brains with his Hatchet ; the two 
Boys run from their Maſters to avoid the Fire 
of the Engliſh ; whereupon one of the Indians 
took. up bis Hatchet with a Reſolution to merk 
Rees : them 
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them on the Head, but as he was making to- 4 
wards them, an 'Englih Man from the other 8 
Side of the River levell'd his Piece at him, and 
ſhot him dead upon the Spot; the Boys upon 
this leap'd into one of the Canoes, and brought 
it over to their Friends, who mann'd it with 
five or fix of their Number to fetch off the 
other Canoe which lay at an Iſland not far off, 
but as they were looſing it from the Shore, the 
two Indians that had deſerted it, lying hid in ſome 
high Graſs, ſhot at the Canoe, killed one of the 
Engliſh dead upon the Spot, and then run away 
into the Woods: This was the laft Blood th 
was ſpilt in the preſent War. . 
THE News of the Peace concluded at Ryſ- 
wick between the Kings of England and Frauce 
arrived at America in December laſt 5 whereupon 
the Sieur Frontenac Governour of Canada ſum- 
moned the Chiefs of the Indians together, and 
told them, he was now no longer at Liberty to 
ſupport them in their War - againſt the Engliſb, 
. adviſed them to deliver up their 
Captives, and make the beſt Terms for themſelves 
they could: Upon this a Treaty was ſet on 
Foot after ſome Time, Major Convers and Co- 
lonel Philips being appointed Commiſſionets on 
the Part of the Engliſh; the Major arrived at 
Penobſcott, Octeber 14, and after ſix Days, had a 
Conference with the chief Sachems of the Eaſt, 
who laid the Blame of their laſt Breach of the 
Peace on the French Jeſuits, - and added, that 
unleſs ſome of them were. removed they could 
not promiſe that the preſent Peace would con- 
tinge very long. They praiſed the Sieur Froz- 
tenac as a wiſe and prudent Governour; and 
declared their Reſolution to obey him as their 
Father; but that they were willing likewiſe to 
live peaceably with the Engliſh, and Segamore

conſtant] yfroze over in theMonth of November,occafion' 
that early Winter which.is commonly felt in all the 
adjacent Country, and is one principal Cauſe of 
thoſe cold North-Weſt Winds that continually, blow - 
there in the Winter, and are ſo fatal to Mariners 
on the New-Englazd Coaſt in that Seaſon of the 
Year: "Tis certain however that the Weather is 
more ſettled than in England, for it is common 
with them to nw a clear and dry Sky = 2 
ee 
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Weeks or two Months together. In the Winter 
the Ground is for the moſt Part cover'd with Snow 
from November, to February,” and in the Summer the 
Heats are ſo exceſſive in the Months of June, July, 
and Auguſt, that When a Fire has been accidentally 
made in the Woods, and not carefully put out, it 


has run like Wild-Fire, and burnt the Turf and 


Trees over ſeveral Acres of Ground, till Rain has 
fallen to extinguiſh it. In theſe Months the People 
are very mych-troubled with Musbetoes, or little 
Flies like Gnas, Bugs, and other Inſects that delight 
in Heat; but upon the whole, the Air of New- 
England is very healthy, and agrees with our En- 
gliſþ Conſtitutions. The Summers are not ſo; hot 


but Men may endure the Heat, nor the Winters ſo 


cold, but with moderate Exerciſe they may bear 
the ſharpeſt Air for a whole Day together,

Tre Capital of this County, and of all N- 
England is, Boſton, which according to the exact 
Calculation of Thomas Brattle, Eſq; is 71 Degrees 
Weſt from London, Latitude 42 Degrees 24 North, 
Variation of the Needles, neareſt 9 Degrees Weſt. 
Tis pleaſantly ſituated in a Peninſula about four 


Miles in Compaſs at the Bottom of a fine Bay, 


guarded from the Roughnefs of the Ocean by ſe- 
veral Rocks appearing above Water; and by above 
a Dozen Iſlands, many of which are inhabited, and 
one called Nottles-Iland, within theſe few Years 
was eſteemed worth 2 or 300 J. per Annum to the 
Owner Colonel Shrimptoz ; there is but one com- 
mon and fate Paſſage into the Bay, and that not 
very broad, there being hardly Room for three 
Ships to come in, board and board at a Time, but 
being once in, there is Room for the Anchorage of 
500 Sail. The moſt remarkable of theſe Iſlands is 
called Caſtle-I tand, from the Caſtle that is built in 
it; it ſtands about a League from the Town upon 
the main Channel leading to it, and is ſo conveni- 
ently ſituated, that no Ship of Burthen can ap- 
proach the Town without the Hazard of being 
torn in Pieces by its Cannon. The Fortifications 


of this Caſtle were very jrregular till R. Wiliam's

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ign ; when Col. Romer a famous Engineer was 
ſent thither to repair them, the Colonel demoliſhed 
all the old Works, and raiſed an entirely new re- 
gular Fortification, now called Fort-William; tis 
mounted with about 100 Pieces of Ordnance, 20 
of which were given to the Province by Q. Anne, 
and are placed on a Platform near High- Water 
Mark, ſo as to rake a Ship fore and aft, before ſhe 
can bring her Broadſides, to bear againſt the 
Caſtle; ſome of theſe Cannon carry 42 Pounders. 
500 able Men are exempted from all military Du- 
ty in Time of War to be ready to attend the Ser- 
vice of the Caſtle at an Hour's Warning upon any 
Signal of the Approach of an Enemy, but in Time 
of Peace a Guard of 50 Men only do Duty 
Bur to prevent any poſſible ze from an 
Enemy, there is a Light-Houſe built on a Rock, 
appearing above Water about two long Leagues 
from he Ton, which in Time of War makes a 
Signal to the Caſtle, and the Caſtle to the Ton by 
hoifting and lowering: the Union-Flag, ſo many 
Times as there are Ships approaching, Which if 
tney exceed a certain Number, the Caſtle fires three 
Guns to alarm the Town of Boſton, and the Go- 
vernour, if Need be, orders a Beacon to be fired,
